SF gay man dies 
after liposuction 


Town forum 
to focus on 
penises, 
censorship, 
and free 
expression 
on Friday

| ots of people in the Castro, it 
I seems, still want to talk about 
■Hi dicks. More to the point, some 
folks haven’t had their fill of the re¬ 
cent community debate over whether 
or not to tolerate the display of penis 
images or facsimiles on flyers and in 
store window displays. To give every¬ 
one a chance to get the issue off their 
chests and out in the open, a town 
forum on censorship of public dis¬ 
plays of sexuality will be held this Fri¬ 
day, November 21, from 7-9:30 p.m. 
at the Metropolitan Community 
Church. 

Celebrity hostess Joan Jett Black 
will be moderating the forum, un¬ 
doubtedly with an eye to keeping the 
discussion civil. Scheduled panelists 
include Jeff Ward and Tommi Avicol- 
li Mecca, managers of Does Your Fa¬ 
ther Know and A Different Light 
Bookstore, the two Castro establish¬ 
ments much lambasted (and praised) 
for their recent blatant phallic dis¬ 
plays. A representative from the 
ACLU will also be on board to field 
legal questions about censorship ver¬ 
sus freedom of expression. 

Following the censorship forum, 
from 9:30-midnight, Joan Jett Black 
will host Castro Cabaret, a regular 
Friday night event at MCC. ▼

S t. Francis Memorial Hospital is con¬ 
ducting an internal review into the 
death of a 25-year-old gay man who 
died four days after a routine out¬ 
patient liposuction procedure per¬ 
formed at the facility. 

Paul Falaschi, a popular personal trainer 
and desk attendant at the Castro area Market 
Street Gym, died Monday, November 10, ap¬ 
parently of bacterial blood poisoning relat¬ 
ed to the suction-assisted lipectomy per¬ 
formed under local anesthetic by Dr. Jeffrey 
DeWeese, a plastic surgeon who has medical 
privileges at the facility. 

“A very thorough internal review process 
is underway. It’s a very tragic and complex 
case,” said Bob Polzoni, a spokesman for the 
Bush Street medical complex. 

San Francisco Health Commissioner Ron 
Hill, who was a close friend of Falaschi’s and 
who will be escorting Falaschi’s parents and 
his friend’s remains to England, called the 
death “a terrible tragedy.” 

Hill was highly critical of the pervasive 
culture of beauty and idealized physical per¬ 
fection in the gay male community, which he 
said creates the drive for “the perfect body, 
the perfect dick, and the perfect hair.” 

“I was at the hospital the entire time,” Hill 


T he “HIV Treatment Improvement 
Act (HR 3072)” is a comprehensive 
plan “designed to respond to new 
treatment opportunities created by 
our investment in AIDS research,” 
said Representative Nancy Pelosi (D-Cali- 
fornia). She introduced the bill on Novem¬ 
ber 13, the last day of Congress. 

It would expand access to Medicaid to 
include a limited benefit for people who are 
HIV-positive, without waiting for an AIDS- 
defining condition. It would require Med¬ 
icaid and ADAP programs to meet federal 
treatment guidelines first published this 
summer and now being finalized, with ac¬ 
cess to the full formulary of AIDS drugs. 
And for many states, it would require them 
to shoulder a fair financial burden of those 
programs. 

Steve Morin is a Pelosi aide in transition 
to becoming director of the Policy Research 
Center at the AIDS Research Institute at the 
University of California San Francisco. He 
briefed the International Association of 
Physicians in AIDS Care (IAPAC) on the 
bill at their conference in Washington, DC 


told the Bay Area Reporter. “He was my best 
friend. He told friends he was having kidney 
stones removed, but this was cosmetic and 
elective surgery. He had absolutely no body 
fat whatsoever. I hope that if anything posi¬ 
tive can come out of this, it’s that gay men 
take a real hard look at being okay with 
themselves the way they are.” 

Falaschi had complained of excess fat of 
the anterior abdomen, flanks, and posterior 
and lateral thighs, according to a report by 
investigators for the San Francisco medical 
examiner. 

Although Polzoni said that the hospital 
was still gathering facts about the tragedy, 
and that he could not comment on the 
specifics of the case, he confirmed that 
Falaschi had died from complications relat¬ 
ed to the three-hour procedure. 

DeWeese, 38, is a graduate of the Indiana 
University School of Medicine and was li¬ 
censed to practice medicine in California in 
1990. He had been on the medical staff of St. 
Francis Memorial Hospital for four years at 
the time of Falaschi’s death, and like all 
physicians granted medical privileges at the 
facility, he is subject to regular peer review 
by the medical staff. 

Intolerable pain 

On Friday, one day after the operation, 
Falaschi complained that he was in intolera-

ble pain and couldn’t sleep. Dr. DeWeese 
made a house call to evaluate him. Falaschi 
“had no fever by touch examination, his 
belly was soft without rebound, and there 
was some bruising in the regions that were 
liposuctionedaccording to that report. 

DeWeese prescribed the young man 
Tylenol #4 and Valium, but later received an¬ 
other call from the patient, who requested 
and was prescribed a sleeping medication.

on November 11. He said it tries to tackle 
problems of accessing the new treatment 
therapies. “You don’t have to go too far,” he 
pointed out, “to find people who are receiv¬ 
ing sub-optimal care.” 


The problem 

Morin explained that a primary reason 
for their action is two converging trend 
lines. One is that while early intervention 
keeps people healthy, it also prevents them 
from reaching the disabled status which 
qualifies them for Medicaid, an entitlement 
program. He fears, “We are gradually on a 
course to lose this $3.6 billion in resources 
that we currently use for HIV care.” 

That puts pressure on Ryan White and 
AIDS Drug Assistance Programs (ADAP) as 
more patients seek their services. These 
programs are funded under discretionary 
spending, a pot of the federal budget which 
| must shrink 16 percent over the next five 
S years as part of the budget agreement, while 
| Medicaid will be allowed to grow slowly. 

I “So if you are phasing people with 
% HIV/AIDS out of Medicaid, which is a 
“ growing program, and shoehorning them 
into a shrinking program, you are obvious¬ 
ly creating a problem,” says Morin. He ar¬ 
gues that “something has to be done to con¬ 
tinue to have a share of the financing from 
the entitlements side of the federal budget.” 

The solution he and Pelosi created is “a

Gay Academy of Art 
student expelled 
after filing complaint

S an Francisco’s Academy of 
Art College expelled a 
queer-identified student last 
week, the same day the Bay Area 
Reporter published a news report 
detailing his complaints about the 
institution. 

Jay Pond, a graduate student in 
the AAC motion picture and 
video department, had his student 
identification confiscated and was 
told he was expelled at the con¬ 
clusion of a meeting about his 
grievances with school executives 
Thursday, November 13. 

Earlier, Pond filed a discrimi¬ 
nation complaint with the city’s 
Human Rights Commission over 
AAC’s alleged refusal to allow him 
to hold a meeting about a queer 
art show on campus. 

“Why are you so interested in 
this story?” Academy of Art Col¬ 
lege Vice President Anita Lee 
asked the B.A.R. “I think you are 
only getting one side.” 

Lee said that Pond was dis¬ 
missed from AAC for “various 
reasons,” including an incident 
where he was “very disrespectful 
to the Academy’s president. 

“We feel that it was not a good 
fit in terms of his academic objec¬ 
tives,” Lee said.“ He was blending 
academic objectives with person¬ 
al objectives, he was projecting 
personal wishes on the rest of the 
Academy.” 

Lee and two other Academy of 
Art officials were present at the 
November 13 meeting. 

Pond said that while he was at 
the expulsion meeting, he was 
given three different reasons why 
he was denied permission to hold

the organizational meeting for a 
proposed queer art show, includ¬ 
ing Lee’s previous explanation that 
he had not filled out the requisite 
paperwork. However, Pond also 
claims to have a voice mail record 
of Lee claiming the rejection was 
because the organizing effort was 
not a student-related activity. 

Another school official gave 
Pond a further reason for nixing 
the poster. 

“One of the vice presidents also 
said that the school had a lot of 
foreign students who struggled 
with their sexuality,” Pond recalled, 
“and the school did not want to ex¬ 
pose them to words in my poster 
like dyke, queer, and fag.” 

He also claimed that a faculty 
member of the school’s interior 
design department grilled him 
about the design for his informa¬ 
tional poster, and then dismissed 


the poster effort. 

“He said my poster was like 
graffiti, and asked me if I thought 
anyone had the constitutional 
right to put graffiti up,” said Pond, 
who added that he shared the 
teacher’s strong belief that indi¬ 
viduals do not have the right to 
post graffiti, 

“Graffiti destroys buildings. It’s 
destruction of private property, 
and I don’t think everyone has 
that right,” he said. 

Pond said that he had asked for 
the grievance meeting with school 
officials over a motion picture and 
video lighting class, and was dis¬ 
tressed that the meeting had turned 
into a referendum on the poster 
about an organizational meeting. 

Pond said that the grievance 
meeting was ostensibly to discuss 
his concern that students in a 15- 
week semester-long lighting visu¬ 
alization class had been informed 
in the eighth week of the class 
that they would be required to 
produce a commercial for the 
school instead of work on student 
projects. 

He said that the school “flip- 
flopped” about the change in cur¬ 
riculum, and that after students 
were told they would be produc¬ 
ing the commercial, they were in¬ 
formed the next week that their 
projects were not being dropped, 
and that the teacher had selected 
five people to work on the adver¬ 
tisement. 

Pond said that two security 
guards were detailed to the cam¬ 
pus offices where he met with 
Academy officials, and at the con¬ 
clusion of the meeting he was told 
that he was being expelled — and 
his student identification card was

porter. “It’s terrifying to have 
someone take a swing at you. I 
couldn’t sleep for a couple of 
days.” 

Pasillas said that the afternoon 
incident began while she was try¬ 
ing to handle a prescription snafu 
from a bus shelter phone booth 
near the Walgreens drugstore at 
Polk and California Street. She 
told the B.A.R. a bus driver had 
pulled the 19 Polk Street bus close 
to the stop and began “honking 
and honking and honking” be¬ 
cause a red Mercedes-Benz was 
blocking his path. 

Assuming the car belonged to 
Pasillas, the driver motioned for 
Pasillas to move it, but she tried to 
indicate it wasn’t hers. 

“The man opened the door 
and said, ‘You’d better move your 
god-damned car,”’ Pasillas said. 

The driver’s tone was hostile 
and abusive, and when he looked 
at Pasillas and said, “Oh, boy,” in 
an insulting manner, the case 
manager said that she decided to 
wait and confront the driver on 
the return trip “to get his identity 
and make a complaint with 
Muni.” 

Don’t mess with men 

When the driver made the re¬ 
turn route in about 30 minutes, 
Pasillas said after she learned he 
was the one who had honked his 
horn she told him, “Look, it was¬ 
n’t my car, and that was very rude 
of you. I want your i.d. number 
and I’m going to file a complaint. 
I don’t approve of you harassing 


me because of my gender identi¬ 
ty” 

The driver allegedly told Pasil¬ 
las to “get her ass in the back of 
the bus” or he’d throw it back 
there. He also allegedly told Pasil¬ 
las during the altercation that he 
didn’t “mess with men.” 

Pasillas persisted and told the 
driver that he continued to be out 
of line, to stop the insults, and 
that all she wanted was his Muni 
employee number and then she 
planned to get off the bus. 

As Pasillas stood with a pen, 
waiting to write the man’s identi¬ 
fication number on the back of an 
envelope, the driver gave his iden¬ 
tification number — then al¬ 
legedly sat up, took a swing at 
Pasillas, laughed at her, and again 
ordered her off “his bus.” 

The punch missed her face but 
struck her hand. 

Pasillas, who has lived and 
worked as a woman for the last 
three years, has also contacted 
Community United Against Vio¬ 
lence, and was assisted by a hate 
crimes client advocate. A faxed 
letter to Muni served as a com¬ 
plaint, and Muni has informed 
her that they take the complaint 
seriously and have scheduled a 
hearing in the matter. 

Pasillas has also filed a com¬ 
plaint with the Office of Citizen 
Complaints after a Mission Sta¬ 
tion police officer incorrectly de¬ 
clined to take her complaint be¬ 
cause she could not name the bus 
driver, but could identify him by 
his Muni driver number. ▼

1| gay psychiatrist who 
claimed to be too ill to show 
i up in San Francisco Superi¬ 
or Court on attempted murder 
charges last month — but was 
well enough, allegedly, to write 
thousands of dollars in bad 
checks — was ordered arrested on 
a no-bail bench warrant Tuesday, 
November 18. 

Superior Court Judge Ann 
Bouilaine issued the warrant after 
Dean Freeman, MD failed to 
show up in court to present infor¬ 
mation about his medical condi¬ 
tion, as earlier ordered. 

Freeman, 38, allegedly suffers 
from an HIV-related condition 
and had been free on $75,000 bail 
pending trial on an attempted 
murder charge stemming from a 
July 1994 incident. According to 
his lawyer, Freeman was too sick 
to travel from his current Santa 
Barbara, California residence for 
court Tuesday. 

Assistant San Francisco Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Chuck Haines told 
the court that Freeman was cur¬ 
rently in trouble with Santa Bar¬ 
bara law enforcement authorities 
for writing thousands of dollars in 
bad checks last month. Some of 
the checks were allegedly written 
on the day Freeman was due in 
court. 


Freemans attorney submitted 
additional medical information 
about Freeman’s status, and 
Bouilaine issued the warrant. 

Haines is expected to ask for 
substantially higher bail in the 
case when Freeman is brought 
back to San Francisco on the no- 
show warrant. 

Freeman is charged with stab¬ 
bing former patient and lover 
Mario Mondelli more than 20 
times with a camping ax and 
knife. He was not initially charged 
because he claimed the attack was 
in self-defense, and Mondelli was 
unable to refute the charges be¬ 
cause he was unconscious and on 
life support systems for several 
months. 

Following Mondelli’s recovery 
frorrt the attack, which nearly 
killed him and left him suffering 
permanent injuries, it took two 
years for the case to reach a pre¬ 
liminary hearing stage. 

Mondelli testified at the pre¬ 
liminary hearing last October that 
he first met Freeman while he was 
an in-patient psychiatric patient 
at San Francisco General Hospital 
in February 1994. He had sought 
assistance from the facility be¬ 
cause he was suffering from acute 
depression and battling metham- 
phetamine drug abuse. 

Mondelli testified that Freeman 
initiated a sexual relationship, pre¬ 
scribed and shared amphetamine- 
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like drugs with him, and later tried 
to kill him because he was alleged¬ 
ly afraid that his criminal activity 
would be exposed. 

A civil lawsuit filed by Mon¬ 
delli against UCSF was later set¬ 
tled out of court for an undis¬ 
closed sum. 

Although Freeman’s arrest is 
expected shortly, it could take 
some time for him to be brought 
to San Francisco by authorities. T 
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In praise of imperfection 


I his week we were horrified to learn 
that a San Francisco resident suc- 
tl cumbed to bacterial infection after a 
relatively minor procedure to remove an 
inch from his “love handles,” and died in 
agony from the complications. Although 
the story is stunning, it is not funny. Instead, 
there is a terrible, terrible lesson to be 
learned from Paul Falaschi’s death, for any¬ 
one who is willing to see it. 

The gay (male, especially) community’s 
minor obsession with a physical ideal is fair¬ 
ly understandable, considering that the 
shadow of death — and a withering, wast¬ 
ing death at that — has loomed over us for 
a decade and a half. The often-repeated mis¬ 
conceptions that gay=AIDS and 
AIDS=death have forced many gay men to 
seek a look that radiates health and vitality. 
When added to the crises of confidence that 
gym class ingrained in many of us, the urge 
to be physically fit and attractive is reason¬ 
able, even laudable. 

But along the way, that goal has been su¬ 
perseded by something more sinister: a 
compulsion to attain “perfection,” whatever 
the hell that is, at all costs. 

And it’s dangerous. Not everyone dies 
from it, but a lot of people are hurt by it. 

Perhaps it’s time for everyone to ac¬ 
knowledge that nobody is perfect; that a per¬ 
son’s worth is no more dependent upon 
physical beauty than it is on wealth, skin 
color, or sexual orientation; and that even 
people who have love handles that poke out 
over the tops of their jeans can find ro¬ 
mance and happiness - not that the latter 
depends upon the former. 

Instead of focusing too narrowly on our 
physical “imperfections,” people would do 
better to focus on ways to build their com¬ 
munity. And fortunately (or not), there is 
plenty to be done on that front. This week 
alone, there are forums to discuss sex and 
censorship in the Castro and to discuss Post- 
Exposure Prophylaxis for people who may 
have been exposed to HIV, meetings to help 
secure rights for transgendered people and to 
quiz prospective Oakland mayors about their 
commitments to gay rights, plus the usual 
Board of Supervisors meetings, health com¬ 
mission meetings, charitable organization 
meetings, political club meetings ... and, if all 
else fails, holiday preparations! With so much 
to do, who has time to worry that they might 
not have achieved flawlessness? 

As we approach Thanksgiving and the 
winter holidays, we should be thinking 
about each other and the common good, 


anyway. So we suggest that the next time 
someone feels down, they consider pitching 
in with one of the local gay or AIDS groups 
instead of looking for a quick physical fix. 
The truth is, helping others gives a glow that 
no amount of surgery can hope to match. 

Of all the groups of unfortu¬ 
nates in San Francisco, homeless 
people with HIV have our most ( 
sincere sympathy right now. Par¬ 
ticularly as the rainy season has 
started, it breaks our hearts to see 
so many people living - dying, really - 
on the streets. 

The problem obviously 
does not have a quick fix, or 
one of the last several mayors 
would have stumbled upon it 
by now, so it is time to get work¬ 
ing on the slower fix that it will require. 
Now that occupancy rates for renters are 
higher than 99 percent, and with a new in¬ 
flux of residents eager for apartments, it is 
no longer true that San Francisco will let no 
stranger wait outside the door - and it won’t 
be true again until more new housing is 
constructed and more dilapidated housing 
is rehabbed. 

In the meanwhile, we think Supervisor 
Tom Ammiano is on the right track in at¬ 
tempting to shield PWAs from the brushfire 
of owner move-in evictions that has dis¬ 
placed so many in recent months (and 


threatens just about everyone else who 
doesn’t own their home). Supervisor Mabel 
Teng, on the other hand, is reportedly resis¬ 
tant to adding people with life-threatening 
illnesses to the legislation she has crafted; 
for now it only protects senior citizens 
against evictions. 

Teng will be running for re-election 
soon, and may believe she has enough 
support west of Twin Peaks to get by 
without any help from gays and les¬ 
bians. She may be unpleasantly sur¬ 
prised. Continued evictions of PWAs 
from their homes just might result in 
her eviction from the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors. To let her know that 
the situation is at a critical 
level — and getting worse all 
the time; we know of two real 
estate speculators who have dis¬ 
placed more than 20 San Franciscans to date 
— e-mail her at Mabel_Teng@ci.sf.ca.us or 
write to her at 401 Van Ness Avenue, San 
Francisco CA 94102. Better yet, drop by one 
of the meetings the Board of Supervisors 
hold every Monday at 2 p.m. 

And, since afternoon meetings aren’t ex¬ 
actly convenient for everyone (to be honest, 
it’s virtually impossible for most of us), we 
agree with Supervisor Leslie Katz that the 
board needs to hold at least some evening 
meetings. Her bill to make night meetings a 
reality is a great idea, and we’re only sorry it 
won’t happen until May, at the earliest. ▼

T he Log Cabin Club of San Francisco 
believes that the concept of domestic 
partners is consistent with core con¬ 
servative values in that it promotes stable, 
long-lasting, caring and responsible rela¬ 
tionships within the gay community. 

We believe that extension of benefits to 
domestic partners strengthens, rather than 
weakens, the fabric of society, and does not 
undermine the traditional family. Indeed, 
the model on which it is based is the fam¬ 
ily. Furthermore, we believe that it is a 
matter of fairness that all employees 
should receive equal pay and benefits for 
equal work, and that extension of benefits 
to the domestic partners moves society 
closer to that goal. 

In this light, Log Cabin commends the 
courage, vision, and leadership of Universi¬ 
ty of California Regent Ward Connerly and 
UC President Richard Atkinson, who pro¬ 
posed to extend limited benefits to the do¬ 
mestic partners of staff and students of the 
UC system. 

We believe that these modest proposals 
will not represent a significant burden on 


the taxpayers of the State of California. Nu¬ 
merous studies have shown that only one 
percent of all UC employees and students 
will avail themselves of such benefits. Addi¬ 
tionally, if UC is to remain competitive in 
the years to come with private institu¬ 
tions of higher learning (many of 
which already provide domestic 
partners benefits), it must do like¬ 
wise. 

Notwithstanding Governor 
Wilson’s last-minute highly visible 
and entirely gratuitous foray into 
this issue, we call upon 
each member of the 
Board of Regents to vote 
his or her conscience at 
the next Regents’ meeting 
and to weigh the proposal on its merits and 
merits alone. 

We call upon Governor Wilson to relent 
and not to attempt to make this into a 
wedge issue. It is not! He has nothing to 
gain by his actions, as he will only further 
alienate his moderate base and he will never 
gain the full-fledged and fickle support of 
the Religious Right, however hard he tries. 

Furthermore, we call upon the governor 
to send a positive signal to the gay commu¬ 
nity that he believes that qualified gay peo¬ 


ple should serve in any capacity in govern¬ 
ment, by appointing one or more qualified 
gay candidates to the California Judiciary 
prior to the deadline for filing in February 
1998. His failure to do so over the past six 
years, even though he has made hundreds 
of appointments to the Judiciary, has done 
nothing to broaden party membership, and 
has actually caused lesbian and gay 
■o , Republicans to abandon our 
party, particularly in large met¬ 
ropolitan areas, where Republi¬ 
can registration has declined 
precipitously throughout 
his two administrations. 

In closing, we want to 
make it perfectly clear 
that until the Governor 
takes some positive action in support of our 
issues, we will not support him individual¬ 
ly or collectively in his future political en¬ 
deavors for higher office. T

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1950s mentality 

The designers, architects, and board involved with 
planning the new Community Center building are 
missing a great conceptual opportunity with their ap¬ 
proach to the Victorian structure on the site. It’s such 
a 1950s mentality to tear it down to make way for 
something “modern” and “spectacular” How often do 
we have the chance to make a real historical and con¬ 
textual statement with a building, a statement that is 
more than just decorative? Incorporating the Victori¬ 
an building into the design of the new structure 
makes total sense when you consider the ideas which 
the result could convey: 

Long before it was trendy, the gentrification of the 
Victorian buildings of the Castro, the great “center” of 
our community for the past 20 years or so, was 
brought about through the labor and investment of 
scores of gay men and lesbians. The community cen¬ 
ter could illustrate and celebrate that transformation. 

The new building is rising at the cusp of the new 
century. How wonderful it would be to say to the 
world, “We respect the past as we move toward the fu¬ 
ture,” by incorporating the old with the new in a 
thought-provoking way. 

The old and new styles in combination could ex¬ 
press the idea of harmony in diversity, a goal which 
has been part of our movement since before the rain¬ 
bow flag. 

The starry-eyed Community Center players are 
rushing headlong into a public relations disaster if 
they let our community be responsible for 
the wrecking ball’s destruction of yet an¬ 
other of the city’s richly historic buildings 
to make way for a splashy, corporate ex¬ 
pression of some architectural “theory of 
the week,” especially when the economic 
justification put forth is such a paper 
tiger. It’s like cutting down an old- 
growth redwood tree or running a free¬ 
way down the Panhandle. Send this 
project back to the drawing board and 
try again. We are certainly capable of better. Our com¬ 
munity is absolutely worthy of better, as is our city.

Fallon Building’s rich history

Would they 
condone tearing down the Castro Theatre to put in a 
multiplex, just because it would be cheaper? 

And they treat outspoken neighborhood activists 
and historical preservationists like Jim Siegel like 
blubbering fanatics. Cynthia Laird’s one-sided “re¬ 
port” doesn’t even skim the rich history of the Fallon 
Building.

I was in a silent meditation retreat in the Blue 
Mountains of North Carolina when this Great Issue 
broke. Usually, I find returning to the “real world” 
after that kind of retreat a little disconcerting, but this 
time it was very jarring. There were half-a-dozen 
messages on my machine about the great threat of 
“sex panic.” Someone from the Examiner wanted to 
interview me about my opinion on this vital issue. In 
my e-mail there was an invitation to attend a big 
emergency conference in San Diego to organize to do 
battle with Sex Panic. 

Another man had written me a three-page diatribe 
decrying “censorship” in the Castro (to which I re¬ 
sponded with one word — “Yawn.”) 

Almost everything I have read in the B.A.R. on this 
issue has been completely silly. Your column alone 
pointed out how adolescent all of it is. Thank you. I 
also appreciated you for pointing out that the serious 
questions that some gay men are now asking, such as 
“Is there more to life than getting laid?” and whether 
the amount of sex many of us are having is con¬ 
tributing to the spread of HIV (which is a bit of a no- 
brainer), does not constitute sex panic. 

Most of the “sex panic” we are now seeing is con¬ 
fined to those who are protesting it. Some gay men 
are re-evaluating the place of sex in our lives, and 
there are others who find this dialogue terrifying. I 
would like to understand this paranoia a little better, 
because it’s certainly causing a lot of people needless 
suffering. It appears that some gay men are so identi¬ 
fied with a particular image of themselves as sexual 
beings that anyone who questions it automatically be¬ 
comes the enemy — the Fascist Sex Puritan who is 
trying to Take Sex Away from all of us. Poor Gabriel 
Rotello has gotten caught in this paranoia. He’s been 
National Bad Gay Person of the Month for five 
straight months now. It’s all so sad. 

So your balance, maturity and frankness in con¬ 
fronting all of this was a breath of fresh air. Thanks 
again.

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Learn to Sing! 
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Prevention, a new experimental treatment which may prevent infection. 
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Move-in eviction: owner’s perspective 

Re “SF PWA fights owner move-in eviction,” Nov. 
6 issue: Three dear San Francisco friends, single gay 
men, “40-somethings,” who have known each other 
for over 12 years, through hard work and discipline, 
having finally saved enough money to buy a 3-unit 
building, one flat for each of them, entered into es¬ 
crow on the purchase of a Dolores Park building in 
early September 1997. Two of the flats were tenant- 
occupied, and one was vacant. These buyers were well 
aware that they would have to perform two owner- 
occupant evictions, but since these flats were going to 
be their own personal residences for many years to 
come, well, it’s just one of the unpleasantries you have 
to go through when trying to fulfill the dream of 
home ownership in this city. 

The very day these 3 men were to sign escrow pa¬ 
pers and close on the building, was the same day they 
found out about tenant William Hershon’s lawsuit, 
claiming an estate in that building, and that he was 
entitled to part-ownership of the building, just be¬ 
cause he had lived there for 8 years, allegedly had per¬ 
formed some repair and renovation work, and al¬ 
legedly had a verbal promise from the previous owner 
of the building that he could live in it as long as that 
owner or her heirs were alive. (Said owner died in 
January 1997. Her heirs sold the building to the cur¬ 
rent owners in late July 1997. And Mr. Hershon might 
have protected his position by getting that sweet little 
old lady to put her wishes in writing!) 

I was one of those 3 friends buying that building! 
I had put considerable time and energy into making 
this real estate transaction happen, and had some very 
sweet dreams about what my new home would be 
like, how I would settle in for the long-term, and how 
I could work to gradually mend the shabbiness and 
disrepair the building had fallen into over the years. I 
was anxious to ‘move up’ from my little 3-room flat in 
a much less desirable neighborhood. (So I’m guilty of 
this basic American Dream thing of home-owner- 
ship!) Coming when it did, literally minutes before 
closing escrow, Mr. Hershon’s claims appeared to be 
frivolous. Why didn’t he file his lawsuit months earli¬ 
er, when the original owner’s heirs were selling the 
building? That’s logically where his grievance should 
have been directed! All he seemed to be doing was 
stalling the sale so as to selfishly take advantage of the 
rock-bottom rent of $605/month which he was pay¬ 
ing. And he has a roommate who, presumably, is pay¬ 
ing a significant portion of that rent, all for a 3-bed- 
room, 1,600 sq. ft. flat, which could command three 
to four times that rent in today’s market. I have since 
learned that Mr. Hershon was offered several thou¬ 
sands of dollars to settle his claim against the current 
owners, easily enough for him to use as a down pay¬ 
ment for his own condo, but he refused that offer. No 
wonder the current owner is upset! 

In the Nov. 6 issue of the B.A.R., Mark Mardon, 
the writer of “SF PWA fights owner move-in evic¬ 
tion,” fails to point out that there was this other sale- 
transaction going on during the past couple of 
months, and Mr. Hershon’s pivotal role as a tenant 
blocking a perfectly legal real estate transaction with 
his exaggerated claims! Furthermore, Mark Mardon 
calls the provision in San Francisco’s rent control laws 
allowing a property owner to occupy their own prop¬ 
erty as their primary residence, a “loophole.” I object 
to that term “loophole,” as though it was something 
wrong for a home-owner to live in their own build¬ 
ing, and that tenants have absolute rights to stay put 
in a building as long as they want to, no matter what 
the property owner wants to do! Sounds quite un- 
American, and strangely “old-Soviet-think” to me! 
Landlords and tenants should be governed solely by 
one-year written leases and market factors! Period! If 
there is a shortage of reasonably-priced housing in 
this city, then the city should ease up on building per¬ 
mits to allow for more building, with greater densifi- 
cation. And since owners aren’t likely to perform 
needed repairs and renovations if they can’t either pay 
for that work with sufficient rental income, or later 
sell the property and pay for that work with the prof¬ 
its from the sale, it then follows that the housing stock 
in the city will continue to deteriorate. 

And as far as Mr. Ammiano’s wishes to end all 
owner move-in evictions of tenants with life-threat¬ 
ening illnesses, I can see the time coming soon when 
a “Hershon/Ammiano Addendum” will have to be¬ 
come a part of any rental or sale contract in this city. 
This document would (1) need to be filled out by ten¬ 
ants, stating any life-threatening illness they had, so as 
to put the landlord on notice that “Hey...I’m sick, and 
I’m gonna live in your building as long as I want! So 
don’t fuck with me, buddy,” and (2) would later be 
disclosed by the landlord in any possible sale of the 
property, thereby advising all potential buyers that 
“herein lives a tenant who CANNOT be evicted!”

Eviction junkies 

Thank you for your thorough coverage of the evic¬ 
tion of Bill Hershon [November 6]. Although Bill’s 
eviction is pitifully typical of the abysmal attitude of 
landlords towards tenants, it is also indicative of the 
need for drastic action to curb owner move-in evic¬ 
tions (OMIs). 

The landlords, serious eviction addicts, are poster 
children for the type of property owners whom ten¬ 
ant activists describe as “eviction junkies.” Not con¬ 
tent to evict one tenant, they are quickly establishing 
a repeat offender record. In context, this behavior de¬ 
stroys neighborhoods and removes long-term resi¬ 
dents like Bill, who help to create the stability and co¬ 
herence necessary for a healthy neighborhood. The 
Eviction Defense Network saw early on that this pat¬ 
tern hits people with AIDS especially hard. Many San 
Francisco landlords seem to believe that if AIDS prof¬ 
iteering is good enough for pharmaceutical compa¬ 
nies, it is good enough for them as well. 

It is important to note that evictions like this 
would have been much harder to accomplish if the 
Board of Supervisors hadn’t abandoned tough yet fair 
antifraudulent OMI legislation a year and a half ago. 
The Brown administration and its operatives were ef¬ 
fectively influenced by the landlord lobby. Thus, we 
are stuck fighting for a bill to establish protections for 
seniors and the ill, when what is needed is a halt on 
the gentrification threatening most.renters. 

Bill has always been an effective and tireless voice 
for the rights of People With AIDS. Our community 
needs to unify around him and others facing the 
threat of displacement.

terrified of Senator Dianne Fein- 
stein, who, while still an unde¬ 
clared candidate, is currently lead¬ 
ing all possible gubernatorial 
hopefuls in either party in prefer¬ 
ence polls. According to Mr. Mon¬ 
eybags’s chief political strategist, 
the megamillionaire himself is 
also plenty worried. 

Indeed, Checchi’s right-hand 
man was telling reporters last week 
that “if Senator Feinstein enters the 
race, we’re going to have to spend 
[even] more money.” He added 
that “Dianne is by far the best de¬ 
fined candidate in California. 
About 90 percent of the state 
knows who she is — it’s incredible.” 

Meanwhile, although it is Fein¬ 
stein that Checchi’s people say they 
are worried about, Lieutenant 
Governor Gray Davis, the only 
other announced Democrat in the 
race, is the one who tossed the 
opening salvo over Checkbook Al’s 
commitment to spend “whatever it 
takes.” Davis in an open letter last 
week seemed determined to em¬ 
barrass the free-spending million¬ 
aire. He wrote Checchi, urging him 
to “respect the spending limits 
contained in Proposition 208” (the 
measure approved by voters last 
year that seeks to limit campaign 
spending to $6 million in an open 
primary and $8 million in a gener¬ 


al election). “Given the public’s un¬ 
derstandable concerns over the 
huge amounts of money spent in 
campaigns, it would be unfortu¬ 
nate if spending limits were ren¬ 
dered moot by a single individual 
in the very first election to which 
they apply,” Davis stated. 
The Checchi camp 
fired back, calling 
Davis a “career politi¬ 
cian” who was be¬ 
holden to special in¬ 
terests from whom 
he had raised millions 
for his numerous cam¬ 
paigns. Their 
letter went on 

_ to note that 

Davis had 
amassed “roughly $638,000” after 
Proposition 208 had passed but 
before it took effect, including 
$200,000 on New Year’s Eve of 
1996. 

“In all,” Checchi replied, “you 
have stockpiled nearly $4 million 
in funds that could not have been 
raised under 208.” He added that 
if Davis were so concerned about 
the spirit and intent of 208, “it 
would be advisable for you to re¬ 
turn those funds.” 

This snarling exchange be¬ 
tween Davis and Checchi aptly il¬ 
lustrates why Dianne Feinstein has 
not yet announced her intentions. 

- The minute she officially becomes - 


candidate, she will likely be 
drawn into intraparty crossfire 
over campaign spending, particu¬ 
larly since neither she nor Davis 
can hope to spend the amount 
(“upwards of $50 million, if nec¬ 
essary”) that Checchi is expected 
to throw into the primary. 

Al Checchi no doubt has the 
deep pockets in this race. Howev¬ 
er, if he wants to know what it 
feels like to throw tens of millions 
of dollars into a contest against 
Dianne Feinstein — and lose — 
he would be well-advised to have 
Michael Huffington to lunch one 
afternoon. 

More money 

Meanwhile, there’s another 
millionaire Republican political 
wannabe reaching for high office. 
San Diego businessman Darrell 
Issa, who has never run for office 
before, is now a candidate for Sen¬ 
ator Barbara Boxer’s job. Not 
only is Issa spending millions of 
his family money to win the GOP 
nod, but he has also already start¬ 
ed taking out ads on the airwaves 
attacking Boxer. 

President Bill Clinton made 
political fundraising appearances 
across the country this past week, 
attempting to dig his party out of 
debt (the GOP outspent the De¬ 


mocrats nearly 5-1 in the recent 
two gubernatorial races). At the 
DNC Autumn Retreat at the Ritz 
Carlton in Amelia Island, Florida 
last week, the Prez raised nearly 
$2.5 million in one night alone, 
and yes, that was San Francisco’s 
own Walter Shorenstein sitting 
at his elbow at the head table. 

A friend from NYC wrote to 
tell me that Margarita Lopez be¬ 
came that city’s first openly gay 
Puerto Rican elected to office 
there by winning a City Council 
seat on election day. NYC now has 
three openly gay/lesbian council 
members.

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20 years ago this week: 

Lavender herring is born

This week in gay history: The Na¬ 
tional Women's Conference meets 
in Houston and embraces lesbian 
rights, November 18, 1977. 

' rom November 18 to 21, 
|p: 1977, twenty thousand 
m women, men, and children 
gathered to herald International 
Women’s Year at the National 
Women’s Conference in Houston. 
The event’s keynote speaker, an¬ 
thropologist Margaret Mead, 
called it “not only a historic occa¬ 
sion in the women’s movement, 
but in the history of the world.” 
The conference also proved to be 
a significant moment in lesbian- 
feminist herstory, since it marked 
a 180-degree turn in the way that 
the straight feminist mainstream 
of the women’s movement dealt 
with the issue of lesbian rights. 

The conference was the brain¬ 
child of Bella Abzug, intrepid 
congresswoman from New York 
City. Abzug engineered a bill set¬ 
ting aside five million dollars in 
federal funds to finance Interna¬ 
tional Women’s Year. From 1976 
to 1977, individual states held 
women’s conferences to elect del¬ 
egates for a national conference in 
Houston. The purpose of the 
Houston conference was to adopt 
a set of feminist resolutions and 
recommendations for President 
Jimmy Carter, urging him to pay 
attention to women’s issues. 

It would have been easy for the 
straight feminist majority at the 
conference to skirt lesbian issues 
altogether — they’d been doing it 
for almost 10 years. In the late 
1960s, when groups such as the 
National Organization for Women 
(NOW) were first firing up, a 
common “charge” leveled against 
feminists was that they were man- 
hating lesbians. There were, in 
fact, many lesbian activists who 
helped build the second wave of 
feminism and found groups like 
NOW. But homophobic straight 
feminists shuddered at the idea of 
being called lesbians and were 
quick to deny the accusation. Betty 
Friedan, the author of The Femi¬ 
nine Mystique, dismissed such talk 
as a “lavender herring.” Friedan’s 
phrase was appropriated by radi¬ 
cal lesbians in the early 1970s, who 
changed it to “lavender menace” 
and used it as a rallying cry on T- 
shirts and buttons. 

Straight feminists, pre-Hous¬ 
ton, also tried to impose a gag 
order on the lesbians in their 


ranks. If lesbians openly discussed 
the need for lesbian rights, the 
straight majority reasoned, it 
might “discredit” the entire 
women’s movement. Better for 
everyone to concentrate on more 
universal issues like the Equal 
Rights Amendment. In other 
words, lesbians could dedicate 
their time to the feminist agenda, 
but they shouldn’t try to set 
it. 

All this in-fighting took 
its toll on the women’s 
movement, sending many 
lesbians running in the 
other direction, often working 
at first for gay rights 
groups and later 
(when faced with gay 
male sexism) estab¬ 
lishing their own net¬ 
work of lesbian liberation organi¬ 
zations. By 1977, the deadline for 
states to ratify the ERA was rapidly 
approaching, and the women’s 
movement desperately needed the 
boost of a National Women’s Con¬ 
ference in order to continue the 
fight. 

The Houston conference 
turned out to be one of the high 
points of the contemporary 
women’s movement. The official 
delegation of 1,442 was a model of 
diversity, with lesbians and straight 
women, white women and minor¬ 
ity women, all represented rough¬ 
ly in proportion to their numbers 
in the general population. The del¬ 
egates ranged in age from 16 to 84, 
with students, homemakers, pros¬ 
titutes, nurses, politicians, and sci¬ 
entists all represented. A quarter 
were poor women, many on wel¬ 
fare. Many men and children also 
attended in support of the women 
in their lives. 

In all, the delegates passed 25 
resolutions, with a statement on 
“sexual preference” one of the 
most hotly debated. To the sur¬ 
prise of many of the lesbians in at¬ 
tendance, Betty Friedan did an 
about-face, publicly advocating 
for lesbian rights and warning 
delegates that “because ... there is 
nothing in the ERA that will give 
any protection to homosexuals, 
we must pass this resolution.” 
Though the resolution used the 
word “preference” instead of “ori¬ 
entation,” its no-nonsense call for 
full civil rights for lesbians (and, 
by virtue of its gender-free lan¬ 
guage, gay men, too) was way 
ahead of its time. It outlined for 
the president a strategic plan of 
national and local legislation to 
ban discrimination based on “sex¬ 
ual or affectional preference” in 
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employment, housing, the mili¬ 
tary, and other areas; the repeal of 
all sodomy laws; and protections 
for lesbian mothers in cases of 
child custody and visitation. 

But Carter failed to take the 
conference or any of its resolu¬ 
tions seriously. The Christian 
Right, however, did take action, 
holding a “pro-family” rally in 
Houston on November 19. In 
a newspaper ad for the rally, 
an innocent little girl asked, 
“Mommy, when I grow up, 
can I be a lesbian?” — 
clearly a shocking idea to 
the crowd of 15,000 who 
gathered to protest the 
conference. Speakers 
included Phyllis 
Schlafly, Bob Dor- 
nan, and, on film, 
Anita Bryant. Jesse Helms sent a 
supportive telegram. A leaflet 
passed among the rally-goers de¬ 
clared, “The ERA will legalize ho¬ 
mosexual ‘marriages’ and permit 
such ‘couples’ to adopt children.” 
Although a few of the players have 
changed in the last 20 years, the 
rhetoric of those who oppose the 
lesbian and gay movement has 
been quite consistent. ▼

Ellen needs 
community’s support 

This past Wednesday, prime 
time’s only lesbian or gay lead 
character, Ellen Morgan, served 
up possibly her best show ever, 
amid a continuing double stan¬ 
dard from ABC. The episode, 
which bore the night’s only 
parental warning, featured Ellen’s 
growing acceptance of being 
openly gay as she struggles to feel 
comfortable showing affection 
with her new girlfriend Laurie 
(Lisa Darr). When Ellen meets 
Laurie’s daughter, an initially pos¬ 
itive first meeting turns ugly. 
Later, Ellen is surprised to discov¬ 
er the daughter is upset with her 
for not showing affection towards 
Laurie in public, not the other 
way around, as Ellen had suspect¬ 
ed. Laurie also meets Ellen’s par¬ 
ents for the very first time. 

While a number of previous 
Ellen episodes have touched on 
many important issues facing the 
lesbian, gay, bisexual and trans¬ 
gender community (job discrimi¬ 
nation, coming out to parents, 
trying to find a sense of commu¬ 
nity, etc.), Wednesday’s episode 
brilliantly handled Ellen’s contin¬ 
uing coming out process, includ¬ 
ing issues surrounding gay par¬ 
enting and the difficult and often 


awkward first meetings between 
parents and their gay child’s sig¬ 
nificant other. This season’s Ellen 
is continuing to break ground by 
handling difficult issues in a hu¬ 
morous and often touching man¬ 
ner. Yet ABC has set a double stan¬ 
dard for lesbian and gay content 
on television by placing a warning 
on a show that had neither overt 
sexual content nor any violence. 
Ellen featured hugs and same-sex 
hand-holding. In the two 
shows that proceeded Ellen 
that night, Dharma & 
Greg had sex in a 
parked car, and Drew 
Carey stripped in a Full 
Monty parody. Neither 
featured any parental 
warning. 

Please write the 
Ellen show and Ellen 
DeGeneres and thank 
her for a funny, well- 
written and thought-provoking 
show. It is crucial that they know 
that you are supportive. Please 
copy ABC and Disney on the let¬ 
ters you send.

The Jackal breaks ground 
with GLAAD 

The Jackal, the big-budget 
Universal Pictures thriller open¬ 
ing today starring Richard Gere 
and Bruce Willis, will feature a re- 
edited scene placing the murder 
of a gay man in a much less prob¬ 
lematic light. Willis plays a dan¬ 
gerous assassin who can blend 
into any situation. At one point, 
Willis’s character goes into a gay 
bar, meets a gay man (Steven 
Spinella), kisses him, and then 
much later in the film kills him. 
According to sources who saw an 
early test screening, when Spinel- 
la’s character was murdered, the 
audience reacted with inappropri¬ 
ate applause and sometimes 
cheering. 

In September, GLAAD’s 
Chastity Bono approached Uni¬ 
versal and Sean Daniel, one of the 
producers of The Jackal, to ex¬ 
press GLAAD’s grave concerns 
over the scene and the reactions 
from the test audience. GLAAD 
worried that audiences could view 
this act of violence as motivated 
by anti-gay hate, and be somehow 
acceptable, as test audiences 
seemed to feel. Richard Gere told 
GLAAD that he also supported a 
re-edited version after he saw the 
‘original scene in question. 

As a result of subsequent con¬ 
versations, the final cut now ex¬ 
plicitly shows that the reason 
Willis shoots Spinella is because 
his cover is blown. 

“GLAAD’s interest in the situ¬ 
ation and Chastity Bono’s quite 
insightful articulation of the im¬ 
pact of how we depict things put a 
healthy and smart frame of refer¬ 
ence [around] how the scene 
should play,” Daniel told GLAAD.

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Creating Change 
celebrates diversity

-- people came together in San 
Diego November 12-16 for the 
tenth annual Creating Change 
Conference, sponsored by the Na¬ 
tional Gay and Lesbian Task Force 
(NGLTF). Creating Change is the 
nation’s largest gathering for 
queer organizers and activists. 

NGLTF Executive Director 
Kerry Lobel opened the confer¬ 
ence Thursday evening. In a ple¬ 
nary address liberally sprinkled 
with science fiction references, 
State Assembly Speaker Pro Tern 
Sheila Kuehl asked her audience 
to look at anti-gay discrimination 
through the eyes of a Martian an¬ 
thropologist. “There are many dif¬ 
ferences among humans,” said 
Kuehl, “but only some seem to 
matter. For example, it matters 
who people sleep with, but not 
who they work with, even though 
they spend more time working 
than sleeping.” Kuehl stated she 
saw some “sea changes in Ameri¬ 
can public opinion,” noting that 
such changes happen when “the 
pulpit, the press, and the law jump 
on the bandwagon.” 

This year’s Creating Change 
was the most inclusive to date, 
with the majority of speakers re¬ 
ferring to the “gay, lesbian, bisex¬ 
ual, and transgender” communi¬ 
ty, and several arguing in favor of 
changing NGLTF’s name to reflect 
a broader mission. 

Friday and Saturday were de¬ 
voted to over 80 workshops. Near¬ 
ly every imaginable topic of inter¬ 
est to queer activists was repre¬ 
sented, including sessions on 
HIV/AIDS, anti-violence, campus 
organizing, electoral politics and 
law reform, family issues, fighting 
the right, leadership and organi¬ 
zational development, spirituali¬ 
ty, technology, and workplace is¬ 
sues. 

Friday’s plenary address was 
delivered by Martin Ornelas- 
Quintero, Executive Director of 
the National Latino/a Lesbian and 
Gay Organization. Due to the 
conference’s location a mere 20 
miles from the U.S./Mexico bor¬ 
der, international issues were 
highlighted often during the 
weekend. 

Perhaps the most characteris¬ 
tic feature of this year’s conference 
was the large presence of queer 
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youth, in part due to the pre-con¬ 
ference Youth Organizing Insti¬ 
tute held Thursday. A workshop 
entitled “Adult/Youth Sex and 
Power” brought people of all ages 
together to discuss this often con¬ 
tentious topic. Facilitator Suzanne 
Pharr noted that in the 1960s and 
1970s, major social change move¬ 
ments were led by people in their 
twenties, and that “youth leader¬ 
ship was not distinguished from 
leadership.” Roland Sintos Colo- 
ma, a 24-year-old Filipino bisex¬ 
ual teacher and activist, gave a 
rousing plenary speech Saturday 
in which he emphasized that 
queer youth are “not only, the 
leadership of tomorrow, but the 
leadership of today.” 

Several participants remarked 
that the conference reflected a 
shift toward lesbian leadership in 
the queer community. All the 
speakers at both the opening and 
closing plenary were women, al¬ 
though attendees seemed roughly 
evenly divided between women 
and men. The transgender com¬ 
munity was well-represented. 
Workshops on gender issues in¬ 
cluded sessions on gender identi¬ 
ty disorder, the intersexed com¬ 
munity, and the well-attended 
“Butch to FTM: A Continuum of 
Gender?” 

Organizers from the 
leather/SM community partici¬ 
pated in a special track of work¬ 
shops, and sex activists put to¬ 
gether a day-long summit, a town 
hall meeting, and a series of “sex 
panic” workshops to discuss bur¬ 
geoning threats to sexual self-de- 
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termination and freedom of sex¬ 
ual expression. [The B.A.R. will 
have a full sex panic report next 
week.] 

The conference concluded Sun¬ 
day with a brunch and the Vito 
Russo Lecture on Art and Politics, 
delivered by Dorothy Allison. Not¬ 
ing that gay, lesbian, bisexual, and 
transgender people “feel alone 
among their own” much of the 
time, Allison urged her listeners to 
recognize the value in sometimes 
being separate from the group, 
emphasizing that “you have to be 
strong as a person to be an addi¬ 
tion to your community.” ▼ 
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HIV Planning Council 
supports PWA renters 
facing eviction

1 H 1 ith apartment vacancies 
extremely scarce in the 
' city right now, the threat 
of eviction casts a pall over all 
renters, but especially those with 
life-threatening illnesses, includ¬ 
ing AIDS. To counter the possibil¬ 
ity of such evictions, people with 
AIDS have expressed their fears to 
the Mayor’s HIV Health Services 
Planning Council, which in turn 
has drafted a letter on their behalf 
for presentation to the city’s 
Board of Supervisors. 

“The Planning Council re¬ 
quests that the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors ensure that people with 
HIV/AIDS and other disabilities 
be given the same legal protec¬ 
tions from eviction as the elderly 
or any other group of people,” 
says the draft letter adopted by the 
Planning Council at its meeting 
on Monday, November 17. “In 
particular, we encourage the 
board to make sure that any 
moratorium or other restriction 
on owner move-in evictions be 


broadened to include people with 
HIV/AIDS.” 

Though it doesn’t say so 
specifically, the council’s letter is 
intended to encourage Supervisor 
Mabel Teng to include people 
with AIDS in legislation she is 
currently promoting to protect el¬ 
derly people from owner move-in 
evictions. The more inclusive leg¬ 


islation has already been champi¬ 
oned by Supervisor Tom Ammi- 
ano. He wants a two-year morato¬ 
rium on owner move-in evictions 
of tenants with disabilities or ter¬ 
minal illnesses, as well as of those 
who are over 55. 

Among those who brought the 
concern to the Planning Council 
was Bill Hershon, a person with 
AIDS who is fighting eviction 
from his Dolores Street flat [see 


“SF PWA fights owner move-in 
eviction B.A.R., Nov. 6, 1997]. 
“Particularly at a time when hous¬ 
ing for Persons with HIV/AIDS is 
so critical and housing subsidies 
in severe short supply,” he wrote 
the Planning Council last week, “it 
would seem absurd to further add 
to this crisis by displacing persons 
from stable housing and thrusting 


them into an over-inflated rental 
market, which further adds to this 
crisis and their already stress- 
filled lives.” 

The Planning Council, for its 
part, wants the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors to recognize that “the AIDS 
epidemic and the housing situa¬ 
tion both remain urgent crises 
facing San Francisco, and people 
with HIV/AIDS in need of hous¬ 
ing are caught in the middle.” ▼

Board considers night meeting 
to increase public access

H n an effort to encourage par- 
| ticipation by more local resi¬ 
dents, Supervisor Leslie Katz 
introduced a resolution Monday, 
November 17 calling for a night¬ 
time meeting of the board to be 
held next May. If successful, 
evening meetings could become 
an annual event. 

Katz said that many San Fran¬ 
cisco residents are unable to at¬ 
tend, the board’s weekly Monday 
afternoon sessions because of 
conflicts with work schedules; 
holding an evening meeting 
would serve the interest of the 
public because there’s an in¬ 
creased potential for more people 


to attend and participate in the 
meetings during the “public com¬ 
ment” portion of the meeting. 

“I often get legislative ideas 
meeting with people in a setting 
outside of my office,” Katz told the 
B.A.R. “I think there is a huge 
number of people interested in 
coming to board meetings, yet 
who are unable to take time from 
their jobs.” 

Many cities in the Bay Area 
hold their council meetings at 
night. 

The matter has been referred 
to the board’s Rules Committee 
and must still be adopted by the 
board, probably in about 30 days. 
If approved, the May 11, 1998 
meeting would start at 6 p.m. 
rather than the normal 2 p.m. 


This would not be the first time 
the supervisors have convened 
nighttime sessions; however, pre¬ 
vious evening meetings were held 
outside of City Hall to address 
specific issues in neighborhoods. 

Katz’s resolution states that “if 
it’s determined by the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors that a once-yearly 
evening board meeting is success¬ 
ful in providing increased public 
access and participation, an 
evening board of supervisors meet¬ 
ing during the second week of May 
will be made an annual event.” 

Having the second Monday in 
May so designated would not 
conflict with Cinco de Mayo, and 
it would fall during daylight sav¬ 
ings time, when it is light outside 
longer, Katz added. ▼

BAPHR Grant 

DSCS received a $5,000 grant 
from the Bay Area Physicians for 
Human Rights Foundation 
(BAPHR) to create a unique pro¬ 
gram targeting young gay Latino 
men who are homeless. “We are 
delighted in BAPHR Foundations 
commitment to this often invisi¬ 
ble group of our gay brothers who 
are falling through the cracks of 
the quickly unraveling welfare 
safety net,” Nelson said. 

The grant is a first step toward 
a comprehensive program of out¬ 
reach, counseling, substance 
abuse, and employment services. 
The money will be spent, provid¬ 
ing meals and shelter beds at the 
Dolores Housing Program for 
single Latino men. “We have 
found that young gay Latino men

I t’s been a busy couple of 
months for Dolores Street 
Community Services (DSCS). 
The agency, which provides emer¬ 
gency food and housing services 
to the homeless and operates a li¬ 
censed AIDS housing program, 
has acquired a new staff member 
and board member, both of 
whom are openly gay; has re¬ 
ceived a sizable grant that will tar¬ 
get gay Latino men; and is begin¬ 
ning a holiday food and gift drive, 
Executive Director Bob Nelson 
has announced. The agency is also 
seeking new community board 
members.

Board members needed 

Commenting on the outreach 
efforts for new community board 
members, Nelson told the B.A.R. 
that several are needed; the board 
is especially looking for people of 
color, especially Latinos or Lati- 
nas, and people living with 
HIV/AIDS or who have experi¬ 
ence with AIDS housing pro¬ 
grams or homelessness. 

Members of the DSCS board 
have several responsibilities, in¬ 
cluding attending regular meet¬ 
ings and serving on at least one 
board committee. Additionally, 
board members serve as advocates 
in the community for the services 
of DSCS and the populations 
served by the agency. 

Board members set policy for 
the organization; supervise and 
evaluate the executive director; 
authorize expenditures and in¬ 
come through the agency’s annu¬ 
al budget; approve all contracts 
that are not pre-authorized in the 
budget; execute strategic planning 
activities; lead the organization by 
developing its mission statement, 
goals, and objectives; assure a bal¬ 
ance between the agency’s goals 
and activities and its resources; as¬ 
sure its compliance with all local, 
state, and federal laws; and evalu¬ 
ate DSCS’s programs and opera¬ 
tions. 

Nelson said the third aspect of 
being a board member is to sup¬ 
port the agency’s fundraising ac¬ 
tivities, including participation in 
the solicitation of donations by 
corporations, foundations, and 
individuals, as well as by making 
a cash contribution at a personal¬ 
ly significant level each year. Each 
board member also has an annu¬ 
al goal to see that $2,000 is 
brought into the organization, 
Nelson added. 
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New additions 

DSCS has a new director of ad¬ 
ministration and finance to help 
oversee the $1.2 million agency, 
Steven Cooper, who joined the 
staff last month, Nelson said. In 
his position, Cooper is responsi¬ 
ble for all fiscal and human re¬ 
source functions for the organiza¬ 
tion. Previously, Cooper served as 
controller for the Council on 
Aging in Santa Rosa. Nelson said 
Cooper has over 15 years of ac¬ 
counting experience and has 
worked for a variety of nonprofit 
organizations that serve the 
homeless and disenfranchised. 

Earlier this month, Chris 
Padula was appointed to DSCS’s 
board of directors. Padula is a 
marketing and business develop¬ 
ment proposal analyst for the 
Bechtel Corporation. He is also 
enrolled in the masters of public 
administration program at San 
Francisco State University. 

“We are delighted to have 
Chris join us in our work serving 
the homeless of the Mission and 
Castro districts,” said Charles An¬ 
derson, board president. 

A native of Rhode Island, 
Padula comes to DSCS after serv¬ 
ing as a volunteer for many 
Southern California nonprofits, 
including Hope L.A. Horticulture 
Corporation in South Central Los 
Angeles, which is a community 
development organization that 
works with inner-city at-risk 
youth. While a volunteer, Padula 
produced a quarter-million dollar 
educational and marketing video 
project for the organization. 

His other previous volunteer 
experience included working with 
AIDS Project Central Coast and 
Dalmation Dreams in Santa Bar¬ 
bara. He is a volunteer with Pro¬ 
ject Open Hand and is active in 
the California Democratic Party.

T he battle against hate crimes 
received legislative support 
with introduction of the 
Hate Crimes Prevention Act of 
1997 on November 13. The mea¬ 
sure would expand the definition 
of a federal hate crime to include 
gender, sexual orientation, and 
disability. It would also authorize 
increased resources for preven¬ 
tion and law enforcement. 

It has unusual bipartisan sup¬ 
port in both chambers. The 
House version is sponsored by 
Rep. Bill McCollum (R-Florida) 
and Rep. Charles Schumer CD- 
New York), the two senior mem¬ 
bers of the crime subcommittee 
of the Judiciary Committee. Lead 
Senators include Arlen Specter 
(R-Pennsylvania), Ted Kennedy 
(D-Massachusetts), Dianne Fein- 
stein (D-California), Robert Tor¬ 
ricelli (D-New Jersey), and Ron 
Wyden (D-Oregon). 

“This legislation is important, 
because it will provide additional 
tools to help law enforcement, 
prosecute investigate, and hope¬ 
fully prevent these despicable 
crimes,” Feinstein said. 

Much of law enforcement is 
the responsibility of the states. 
The draft bill would assert the 
federal interest through interstate 
commerce and cover about 90 
percent of hate crimes against les¬ 
bians and gays. 

Winnie Stachelberg, political 
director of the Human Rights 
Campaign (HRC), called McCol¬ 
lum “Mr. Crime.” His support, 
along with that of Minority 
Leader Richard Gephardt, who 
ordinarily does not co-sponsor

bills, “can only signal good things 
for this legislation.” 

She praised the Clinton ad¬ 
ministration and Justice Depart¬ 
ment for their role. “We are work¬ 
ing on the presumption that this 
bill is going to be passed and 
signed into law early in the next 
session of Congress.” 

“Were very excited about it,” 
said Rebecca Isaacs, political di¬ 
rector of the National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force (NGLTF). She 
said that federal prosecutors have 
requested this authority and “leg¬ 
islators are most sympathetic. The 
group was instrumental in gain¬ 
ing passage of the 1990 Hate 
Crimes Statistics Act.” 


She sees it as important sym¬ 
bolically, because “the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice prosecutes very 
few hate crimes in terms of ab¬ 
solute numbers. It’s a matter of 
having the federal government say 
that hate crimes against our com¬ 
munity are not acceptable in any 
way.” 

Kevin Ivers, political director 
for Log Cabin Republicans, is 
looking at the bill, but they have 
“concerns about federalizing 
crimes that are essentially local. 
We should be very careful when 
we do that.” One of the things 
they will look to is the reaction of 
Republican governors meeting 
this weekend in Miami. 

The Washington Post, in a lead 
editorial on November 17, praised 
inclusion of lesbians and gays. But 
it cautioned that “rape, murder 
and assault - no matter what prej¬ 
udice motivates the perpetrator - 
are presumptively local matters in 
which the federal government 
should intervene only when it has 
a pressing interest. The fact that 
hatred lurks behind a violent in¬ 
cident is not, in our view, an ade¬ 
quate federal interest. 

“The victim of a bias-motivat¬ 
ed stabbing is no more dead than 
someone stabbed during a mug¬ 
ging. Ultimately, we prosecute 
crimes, not feelings. Guiding how 
people feel about one another is 
only marginally a law enforce¬ 
ment concern.” 

David Boaz, the author of Lib¬ 
ertarianism: A Primer and execu¬ 
tive vice president of the Wash¬ 
ington think-tank The Cato Insti¬ 
tute, noted that premeditation 
“has always been considered 
something that makes a crime 
worse.” But he warns, “Hate crime 
bills, if they add additional pun¬ 
ishment on the basis of what peo¬ 
ple were thinking when they were 
committing a crime, get us dan¬ 
gerously close to the Orwellian 
concept of thought crimes.” ▼

categorical eligibility for people 
who are HIV-infected.” Its bene¬ 
fits would be more limited than 
those received by regular Medic¬ 
aid recipients. That is an effort to 
both control costs and gain 
broader political support. 

Morin believes the proposed 
Medicaid expansion would cost 
about $5 billion, but it would 
save nearly $4 billion in acute 
hospitalization and $3 billion in 
Social Security Disability pay¬ 
ments. He thought there was a 
real shot at getting it attached to 
the recently passed Labor/HHS 
budget reconciliation bill, but 
that opportunity slipped away. 

No help from Bill 

Later, in a private conversa¬ 
tion, the normally taciturn 
Morin let slip, “If we had any 
help from the administration 
other than saying we want to 
look at demonstration projects, 
we don’t want to do this, we 
could have had it accomplished 
already.” 

That view has been echoed by 
several AIDS lobbyists. They 
point to Vice President Gore’s 
April initiative on Medicaid ex¬ 
pansion, now long delayed and 
rumored dead. “The HIV com¬ 
munity has seen little tangible re¬ 
sults from Health and Human 
Services,” said Mark Senak, poli¬ 
cy director with AIDS Project Los 
Angeles. “To promise to study the 
issues is simply inadequate.” 

The sticking point is “budget 
neutrality,” or more specifically, 
how to measure costs and sav¬ 
ings. The Clinton administration 
continues to rely upon a limited 
accounting that includes only di¬ 
rect medical expenses and sav¬ 
ings. Thus they conclude that 
Medicaid expansion will cost 
more money. The White House is 
opposed to that. 

Senak argues, “There is no law 


requiring budget neutrality” in 
expanding access to Medicaid. 
“This is simply a matter of polit¬ 
ical will.” 

Many AIDS advocates argue 
for a broader measurement of 
federal expenditures. It would in¬ 
clude fewer social security pay¬ 
ments to PWAs and AIDS or¬ 
phans, a reduced number of new 
infections, and increased tax rev¬ 
enue from those who continue 
working as a result of better ac¬ 
cess to therapy. That equation 
would clearly swing the cost/ben¬ 
efit analysis in favor of early in¬ 
tervention. 

The Treatment Act would also 
impose new demands upon the 
states. Many already make their 
own contributions to ADAP, but 
some are shirking that responsi¬ 
bility. Morin cited Colorado, 
which has limited access to its 
program and has foisted large 
numbers of patients onto chari¬ 
ty programs. Meanwhile, law¬ 
makers have called a special ses¬ 
sion of the legislature “to figure 
out ways to rebate their enor¬ 
mous state surplus.” The Act 
would require state ADAPs to 
meet federal treatment guide¬ 
lines in delivering services. 

Morin calls the bill “a com¬ 
prehensive piece to raise visibili¬ 
ty around the problem,” which 
likely will not pass in its entirety. 
He sees sections “picked off” and 
offered as amendments. The 
Labor/HHS appropriation bill 
requires that Secretary Donna 
Shalala report back on ADAP by 
February 1, as part of an effort to 
move reform of that program. 

Cautious response 

Reaction to the bill has been 
cautious. Winnie Stachelberg, 
political director of the Human 
Rights Campaign (HRC), ap¬ 
plauded Pelosi’s leadership on 
AIDS issues throughout the year, 
while her subordinate, health 
policy advocate Seth Kilbourn, 
said HRC “doesn’t really have a 
position” on the Treatment Act. 


He pleaded the need to exam¬ 
ine the bill in greater detail and 
expressed “a little bit of concern 
about the political strategy” in 
introducing the bill right now. 
HRC would prefer to pursue 
Medicaid expansion working 
with Gore’s initiative “before we 
would pursue a broad legislative 
strategy”— although he conced¬ 
ed “maybe one needs to go with 
the other to sort of push it 
along.” 

Kilbourn would prefer to see 
any changes in the ADAP pro¬ 
gram worked through HRSA, an 
agency of the Department of 
Health and Human Services. He 
warned that “Congress is rela¬ 
tively unfriendly to AIDS and 
HIV issues. I think we need to be 
very careful about that.” But 
when reminded that Congress 
has consistently appropriated 
more money for AIDS than Clin¬ 
ton has ever requested, he re¬ 
sponded, “Oh, absolutely. I think 
that is absolutely true.” 

Christine Lubinski, deputy di¬ 
rector of the AIDS Action Coun¬ 
cil, said the Medicaid expansion 
provision was one they offered to 
the administration a year ago. 
“We thought it was more doable 
that way,” but it “has turned out 
to be a hell of a lot more difficult 
than we ever expected.” 

She is concerned about the 
ADAP provisions, and is worried 
that putting them before Con¬ 
gress might result in codifying a 
lower level of support than some 
states offer under existing pro¬ 
grams. Strengthening the match¬ 
ing funds requirement might re¬ 
sult in the states doing “a lot more 
Mickey Mouse accounting” to 
measure their contributions “and 
not put in a nickel more. The bot¬ 
tom line is, if these states don’t 
have the resources or the political 
will,” their ADAP programs are 
not going to be improved. 

Lubinski believes that other 
provisions are needed to make 
explicit “that it is okay to use 
ADAP money to buy health in¬ 


surance policies.” She also would 
have handled the politics differ¬ 
ently. “I would have grabbed a 
Republican co-sponsor.” 

‘If we do it for one...’ 

Not everyone favors Medicaid 
expansion. Kevin Ivers, political 
director of Log Cabin Republi¬ 
cans, believes, “It goes in the 
wrong direction. It’s a non-tar- 
geted generalized expansion of 
entitlements, which means an ex¬ 
pansion of bureaucratic spend¬ 
ing.” He criticized Medicaid for 
its high administrative costs, and 
prefers expansion of ADAP and 
other targeted programs. 

Jim Driscoll, Log Cabin’s 
AIDS lobbyist, calls Medicaid ex¬ 
pansion “unfeasible for a number 
of reasons. One is, what do you 
do with the other disease groups? 
If you expand for AIDS, you’ve 
got to do it for Parkinson’s, can¬ 
cer, all of them. And what does 
that do to the budget? Republi¬ 
cans are terrified of both the 
budget and attacks from other 
disease groups.” 

Senak in effect admitted that 
Medicaid expansion was an at¬ 
tempt at broader healthcare re¬ 
form when he spoke at the 
IAPAC meeting. “What we seek is 
not special treatment for HIV,” 
he said, “but for the government 
to step up to the plate and fix a 
broken system that does not 
serve us adequately.” 

Framing the issue in that con¬ 
text will likely bring in allies, but 
it runs the very large risk of coa¬ 
lescing opponents. Clinton’s ear¬ 
lier efforts at broad healthcare re¬ 
form failed because there was no 
consensus on how to resolve 
those issues. Washington seems 
to have little stomach to revisit 
them, but instead will pick away 
at the edges. Medicaid expansion 
to include HIV has long enough 
odds as a separate issue. It would 
seem to face a harder road if it is 
seen as a stalking horse for even 
broader change in healthcare de¬ 
livery. ▼ 
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hiding places. He also points out 
that researchers do not know 
whether the body’s own defense 
might be able to squash such a 
small amount of virus on its 
own. 

A co-author on two of the 
studies, Doug Richmond, says, 
“The message may be distorted 
by people who want to say it’s 
the death knell of eradication,” 
the idea that drugs might van¬ 
quish the virus. However, Rich¬ 
mond, from the University of 
California in San Diego, agrees 
with Fauci that although the re¬ 
search makes disease control 
look trickier, it still leaves room 
for hope. 

Richmond points out the 
virus his lab teased out of cellu¬ 
lar hiding places had not built up 
resistance to drugs. He calls the 
three-drug combo “the equiva¬ 
lent of putting the virus in a 
deep freeze.” 

The large teams of researchers 
on the papers included R.F. Sili- 
ciano from Johns Hopkins Uni¬ 
versity School of Medicine, and 
David Ho from the Aaron Dia¬ 
mond AIDS Research Center in 
New York. ▼

O ver 150,000 condoms have 
been distributed through 
San Francisco bars, clubs, 
and retail stores in the six weeks 
that Stop AIDS Project’s (SAP) 
Condoms Now! program has 
been in operation. The new pro¬ 
gram, launched on the eve of the 
Folsom Street Fair, has proven to 
be one of the most successful col¬ 
laborations ever between local 
businesses and a community- 
based organization. 

“It’s refreshing to see that there 
are 71 businesses in San Francis¬ 
co that are demonstrating a true 
commitment to keeping their cus¬ 
tomers safe,” said Steven Gibson, 
community organizer with SAP. 
“The participating businesses rec¬ 
ognize that it not only makes 
good business sense, but that it’s 
the right thing to do for the com¬ 
munity they serve.” 

Gibson said that gay and bi¬ 
sexual men are eagerly helping 
themselves to the popular Ki¬ 
mono condoms, manufactured 
for Mayer Laboratories, Inc. in 
Oakland. (The East Bay company 
matched the low bid for the rub¬ 
bers, and Kimonos are preferred 
by men over other brands.) “It’s 
also exciting to see that the con-

doms are not staying in their con¬ 
tainers, but are making it into the 
hands, pockets, and bedrooms of 
gay and bi men in San Francisco,” 
he said. 

During the first distribution 
cycle that began the week before 
this year’s Folsom Street Fair, SAP 
gave out 81,504 condoms to busi¬ 
nesses. With huge numbers of 
men flooding bars, dance clubs, 
and retail stores during the Fol¬ 
som and Castro street fairs, gay 
and bisexual men were snatching 
up the free condoms at a rapid 
pace. SAP staff and volunteers vis¬ 
ited all of the venues again just be¬ 
fore Halloween and delivered an¬ 
other 82,515 condoms, bringing 
the total distributed to 164,019, of 
which 156,528 was distributed to 
bars. 

Only one bar, Martuni’s, re¬ 
fused to have the SAP-delivered 
condoms. Two of the owners are 
Catholic and said they don’t be¬ 
lieve in condoms for disease pre¬ 
vention. 

Response from all of the par¬ 
ticipating bar owners as well as 
local officials has been positive. 

“Having free condoms in our 
bars sends a very clear message to 
our customers that we’re con¬ 
cerned about their health and 
about stopping AIDS,” said Gerry 
Olson, general manager of the 
South of Market’s Lone Star Sa¬ 
loon. 

Added Manuel Quijano, 
owner of Esta Noche in the Mis¬ 
sion, “The condom program is ex¬ 
cellent, and our customers are 
very happy. They feel more se¬ 
cure. They know that they can re¬ 
ally take someone home and be 
safe, and, they don’t have to be 
embarrassed about buying con¬ 
doms in stores.” 


A model program 

Several other cities across the 
country have had free condom 
distribution programs in place for 
several years. It was Supervisor 
Leslie Katz who spearheaded the 
free distribution program here 
last October. She was quickly 
joined by Supervisors Tom Am- 
miano and Susan Leal, after com¬ 
munity activists and newspaper 
editorials began demanding a 
year-round, free condom pro¬ 
gram targeting gay and bisexual 
men. 

“The condom distribution 
program represents an outstand¬ 
ing achievement for San Francis¬ 
co,” said Katz. “The Stop AIDS 
Project has implemented a pro¬ 
gram through which free con¬ 
doms can effectively be distrib¬ 
uted to a large number of gay and 
bisexual men. This effort has built 
a partnership with businesses that 
is a model for community-based 
prevention efforts in San Francis¬ 
co and across the country. I ap¬ 
plaud their success and will con¬ 
tinue to strongly support this type 
of community-based effort.” 

Said Leal, who was elected city 
treasurer November 4, “The con¬ 
dom distribution program is long 
overdue, and is a step in the right 
direction to combat AIDS in San 
Francisco. We are addressing the 
problem where we can make an 
impact, that is, in the bars.” 

SAP was awarded the $150,000 
city contract and expects to dis¬ 
tribute over 1 million rubbers 
over 12 months. The agency has 
three years of success working 
with local businesses through its 
Neighborhood Mobilization Pro¬ 
gram. SAP was started in 1984 
and is a community-based HIV 
prevention program.

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Condoms go baggy 
and ‘invisible’

| ot the condom blues? Ready 

i x for something new? 

■v". Two new twists on con¬ 
doms were recendy announced by 
condom manufacturers and uni¬ 
versity researchers: one, a new de¬ 
sign with a baggy tip designed to 
enhance sensation, and the other 
a radical new “invisible 
condom” that works 
in an entirely differ¬ 
ent way than tra¬ 
ditional 
latex “love 
gloves.” 

The 
“baggy 
tip” con¬ 
dom, 
called 

“Xtra Plea¬ 
sure,” was introduced ear¬ 
lier this month by LifeStyles. It has 
the design of a traditional latex 
condom, with the exception of its 
baggy tip. 

LifeStyles representatives said 
the new shape tackles one of the 
strongest complaints among con¬ 
dom users: lack of sensitivity. Be¬ 
cause the new design provides 
extra room at the tip, it’s less re¬ 
strictive for the man wearing it. 
The looser fit on the tip provides 
additional friction, and therefore 
more stimulation. 

Carol Corrozza, director of 
marketing for Ansell Personal 


Products, manufacturer of 
LifeStyles brand condoms, said 
the Xtra Pleasure condoms of¬ 
fered protection but could also 
enhance pleasure. 

“We designed Xtra Pleasure to 
offer consumers something en¬ 
tirely different from any other 
condom on the market,” Corrozza 
said. “Testing shows that con¬ 
sumers used to believe that with 
condoms, tighter and thin¬ 


ner was better. But once they try 
Xtra Pleasure with the baggy tip, 
they change their minds.” 

Xtra Pleasure condoms should 
be available on store shelves in 
December, and LifeStyles reps 
said free samples would be avail¬ 
able through the company’s web 
site at www.lifestyles.com. 

But if the old latex “willie wrap¬ 
pers” still turn you off, a radically 
different type of protection may be 
available in a couple of years. A 
prototype for an “invisible con¬ 
dom” was unveiled last week by a 
Canadian university that hopes to 
make it available by 1999. 


Developed over seven years by 
Laval University’s Infectious Dis¬ 
ease Research Center, the new 
“condom” is actually a non-toxic, 
polymer-based liquid that solidi¬ 
fies into a gel at body temperature. 

A receptive male or female 
partner would apply the liquid to 
genital or anal parts before a sex¬ 
ual encounter. 

University researchers said 
tests showed that the gel formed a 
waterproof 
film that 
dramati¬ 
cally re¬ 
duced 
transmis¬ 
sion of 
HIV, and 
could 
also 
block 

some other 
sexually-transmitted diseases. 

“We developed our ‘invisible 
condom’ to protect women who 
are victims of men who refuse to 
wear latex,” said Michael Berg¬ 
eron, director of the Laval Infec¬ 
tious Diseases Research Center. 
“We call it ‘invisible’ because it can 
be used without telling the part¬ 
ner who doesn’t want to use a 
latex condom.” 

Laval plans human clinical 
tests in the next two years, and 
hopes to market the product 
through a commercial drug com¬ 
pany once it is approved in Cana¬ 
da and the United States. ▼

PEP forum 
this Saturday 

Stop AIDS Project to 
release survey results, 
host panel discussion

P his Saturday, November 22, 
interested people can attend 
H a community forum on pos¬ 
texposure prophylaxis (PEP), the 
new landmark HIV prevention 
program started last month in 
San Francisco in an effort to de¬ 
termine whether starting people 
who may have had an exposure 
on HIV medication works. Stop 
AIDS Project (SAP) is sponsoring 
the forum, and spokesman Robert 
Perez said that it promises to be 
an interesting forum. So far, op¬ 
ponents of PEP treatments, be¬ 
lieved to be members of ACT 
UP/San Francisco, have vandal¬ 
ized the community-based 
agency’s Sanchez Street window, 
and its advertisement for the 
event, three times. 

ACT UP/San Francisco, which 
has no affiliation with ACT 
UP/Golden Gate, is opposed to 
PEP primarily because members 
feel AIDS drugs, especially AZT, 
are too toxic. Members did not re¬ 
turn phone calls by press time. 
Matthew Denckla, with SAP, told 
the B.A.R. that he has welcomed 
members of ACT UP/San Fran¬ 
cisco to attend the forum as long 
as they abide by the ground rules. 

PEP has received considerable 
local and national attention; the 
pilot program in San Francisco is 
being administered by the Uni¬ 
versity of California, San Francis¬ 
co (UCSF) and the city’s Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health (DPH). As 
part of the study, PEP will be ad¬ 
ministered for free to those ex¬ 
posed to HIV through unprotect¬ 


ed sex or shared needle use. 

During the forum, SAP will re¬ 
lease the results of hundreds of 
street surveys conducted during 
the past month with gay and bi¬ 
sexual men on their attitudes and 
knowledge regarding PEP. Survey 
information will include tabulat¬ 
ed results from the following 
questions: 

• Have you heard of PEP? 

• Describe a situation where 
you might consider taking PEP. 

• If HIV-positive, would you be 
less concerned about having un¬ 
protected sex with someone be¬ 
cause of PEP? 

• Whom would you talk to in 
your decision to take PEP? 

• How do you think the option 
to take PEP will change gay and 
bisexual men’s attitudes about 
safe sex? 

Perez said the forum will also 
include an assembled panel of ex¬ 
perts including Dr. Josh Bamberg¬ 
er, an investigator with the collab¬ 
orative PEP feasibility study, and 
Dr. John Nienow of Quest Medial 
Group. Both doctors have super¬ 
vised patients taking medication 
through PEP. There will also be an 
anonymous patient who has taken 
PEP after a sexual encounter 
where a condom broke. ▼

T he Mayor’s HIV Health Ser¬ 
vices Planning Council has 
announced that nomina¬ 
tions to fill its two vacancies can 
be submitted between now and 
Monday, December 1. The 40- 
member body is charged with de¬ 
termining prioritization for the 
federal Ryan White CARE funds 
received by San Francisco, San 
Mateo, and Marin counties, which 
comprise the eligible metropoli¬ 
tan area (EMA). 

Other responsibilities of the 
council include developing a 
comprehensive plan compatible 
with existing state and local plans 
for HIV/AIDS health services, and 
assessing the efficiency for the ad¬ 
ministrative mechanism in rapid¬ 
ly allocating funds to areas of 
greatest need. 

Last year, the EMA received 
$37.3 million for HIV/AIDS ser¬ 
vices in the region; the majority of 
those funds, approximately $33.7 
million, went to San Francisco. 

The planning council is cur¬ 
rently requesting nominations to 
fill existing vacancies, including 
the following categories: HIV¬ 
positive youth, HIV-positive 


women, and gay/bisexual men of 
color, particularly Latinos. 

Members are required to at¬ 
tend two council meetings and 
one committee meeting for a total 
of approximately 10 hours per 
month. Assistance is available for 
people with special needs, includ¬ 
ing transportation or sign lan¬ 
guage interpretation. Members 
are also required to disclose po¬ 
tential conflicts of interest. 

Nominations will be reviewed 
by the council’s membership 
committee, which makes recom¬ 
mendations to the full council; 
the council then forwards its rec¬ 
ommendations to the mayor’s of¬ 
fice for appointment.

HIV name reporting 
rears its ugly head

jK wo years ago, members of 
ACT UP/Golden Gate 

H stormed the California 
Medical Association office in San 
Francisco to protest that organi¬ 
zation’s sponsorship of HIV name 
reporting legislation that was 
coming down in Sacramento. The 
CMA had spearheaded attempts 
to pass previous reporting bills, 
but advocates were successful in 
defeating them. After the office 
take-over and other lobbying ef¬ 
forts, the CMA was again defeated 
in its attempt to initiate the bill. 
Unfortunately, the CMA will pro¬ 
pose new name reporting legisla¬ 
tion in January, with additional 
support from the Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control and Prevention. 
Adding fuel to the fire is GOP Ok¬ 
lahoma Representative Tom 
Coburn’s bill, entitled “The HIV 
Prevention Act of 1997,” which re¬ 
quires a national system of HIV 
partner notification and name re¬ 
porting. 

In one of the biggest battles in 
the war against AIDS, health offi¬ 
cials have continually tried to re¬ 
quire HIV name reporting. As a 
public health measure for record¬ 
ing cases of sexually transmitted 
and highly contagious diseases 
such as tuberculosis, name re¬ 
porting makes sense. Also, report¬ 
ing of AIDS (as opposed to HIV 


reporting) is justifiable, since peo- 

ple with AIDS are already in the 
system and are receiving care. But 
forced reporting of people with 
HIV, who do not yet have AIDS, 
will discourage people from test¬ 
ing because AIDS/HIV discrimi¬ 
nation still exists. Even today, em¬ 
ployment, housing, and health¬ 
care are not guaranteed rights for 


people with HIV. A study by 
Susan M. Kegeles et al. in AIDS 
(1990) found that over 60% of 
people who tested anonymously 
would not have tested if their 
names had been used. 

We are rolling back to the time 
when fear of HIV was based on 
naivete rather than on facts. Pub¬ 
lic policy is being unethically for¬ 
mulated. Today, 27 states require 
some type of HIV reporting, 
and the CDC has recent¬ 
ly taken steps to urge 
other states to adopt 
HIV reporting. 

APLA (AIDS Project 
Los Angeles) is taking a 
more moderate stand to¬ 
wards support of 
names reporting be¬ 
cause, according to 
the organization, 

“more accurate data is 
needed in order to effectively fight 
the epidemic, and the informa¬ 
tion now available is becoming 
less useful.” While it’s true that we 
need more surveillance data in 
order to adequately collect statis¬ 
tics on HIV, AIDS organizations, 
advocates, and civil libertarians all 
over the country are at odds over 
the most appropriate way to re¬ 
port without jeopardizing the pri¬ 
vacy of people with HIV. So there 
is a conundrum of the need for 
epidemiology without compro¬ 
mising the rights of people with 
HIV 

Coded identifiers 

Many new supporters have 

joined the name reporting band¬ 
wagon because they feel that test¬ 
ing and name reporting will per¬ 
mit better surveillance and con¬ 
tact tracing. This in turn, they be¬ 
lieve, will allow early intervention 
by bringing people to new thera¬ 
pies that are prolonging the lives 
of people with AIDS. A recent ed-

itorial by Dr. Richard Steinbrook 
in the New England Journal of 
Medicine (September 97) encour¬ 
ages name reporting as a part of a 
strategy to fight AIDS in the new 
treatment era. 

Apparently, this theory is not 
well thought-out, because re¬ 
sources for treatment are incredi¬ 
bly scarce and ADAP programs 
are woefully inadequate — in 
some instances closing down al¬ 
together and leaving people 
. without treatment. 

Eileen Hansen, pub¬ 
lic policy director for 
the AIDS Legal Refer¬ 
ral Panel, worries that 
“there is no link be¬ 
tween name reporting 
and treatment access. 
Drug availability, 
funding for drugs, 
and access to drugs 
will be no easier if name report¬ 
ing is required.” Furthermore, just 
because there are treatments 
doesn’t mean that people will 
choose to take them. 

Organizations such as the Na¬ 
tional Association of People with 
AIDS would support HIV name 
reporting “only using unique or 
coded identifiers that ensure pri¬ 
vacy and confidentiality of the in¬ 
dividual.” This is a coded system 
that enables identification of the 
case and not the individual. Iden¬ 
tifiers would enable statistics to be 
collected but would keep the 
name of the person private. The 
ACLU Executive Summary on HIV 
Surveillance and Name Reporting 

(October 1997) states that “the 
available evidence strongly sug¬ 
gests that public health measures 
that respect the privacy of indi¬ 
viduals testing for HIV are a more 
effective means of fighting the 
spread of HIV than intrusive 
measures like name reporting.” 
The ACLU has suggested that 
identifiers remain the most sensi¬ 
ble option today. 

Opponents say that using 
unique identifiers to collect data 
is inaccurate and too expensive. 
Hansen questions this, saying, 
“We need to assess what informa¬ 
tion we actually need and under¬ 
stand what level of accurate data 
we need to do our work. We need 
to carefully analyze the potential 
of a unique identifier system to 
give us what we need and not as¬ 
sume it cannot be done. We must 
go with a system that does the 
least harm while giving us enough 
solid data.” 

Other reportable conditions 
for sexually transmitted diseases 
require partner notification (or 
contact tracing) which is linked to 
test results. This is a measure that 
would undermine HIV voluntary 
partner notification by forcing 
disclosure. Not only would it

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any hope of stopping the train. 
The CDC has rammed it through, 
and I am frankly appalled and 
shocked at how ASO leaders and 
longtime HIV reporting oppo¬ 
nents have capitulated. Why do 
we need names on a public list 
when HIV discrimination is still 
such a problem? 

“No one has given me one 
good reason to report names — 
HIV surveillance to gather impor¬ 
tant data, yes. Names, along with 
that data, no.” 

Unfortunately, there may not 
be much the AIDS community 
can do to stop the El Nino of HIV 
names reporting. But before im¬ 
plementation of any HIV report- 

We are rolling back to the time 
when fear of HIV was based on 
naivete rather than on facts. 

Public policy is being unethically 
formulated. Today, 27 states 
require some type of HIV 
reporting, and the CDC has 
recently taken steps to urge other 
states to adopt HIV reporting.

make testing a disincentive, it 
would certainly threaten the safe¬ 
ty of women who would never 
wish to report an abusive partner 
who had exposed them. Issues of 
name reporting involving contact 
tracing are different for women, 
according to Rebecca Dennison, a 
women with AIDS and founder of 
W.O.R.L.D. (Women Organized 
to Respond to Life-threatening 
Diseases) in Oakland. “I’ve heard 
women say they fear disclosure 
because their partner would ‘kill’ 
them. But, on the other hand, 


does society have the responsibil¬ 
ity to protect the rights of those 
who purposely withhold telling 
their partners and go around ex¬ 
posing others?” Hansen and other 
supporters of reporting would 
propose “de-linking” partner no¬ 
tification from HIV surveillance, 
which will protect the person that 
is being tested. 

‘Appalled at ASO leaders’ 

It seems as though there is not 
much opposition to HIV names 
reporting. Whether this is because 
people are naive or because peo¬ 
ple with AIDS are not involved in 
decision-making is not entirely 
clear. Hansen sums it up, “All 
signs point in the direction of 
names reporting. We don’t have 


ing system occurs, we must de¬ 
mand the following: 

Anonymous test sites in all 
states; 

Access to treatment upon test 
results; 

De-linking of partner notifica¬ 
tion from surveillance; 

Use of coded unique identi¬ 
fiers instead of names; and 

Implementation of strong and 
enforceable civil and criminal 
penalties for breaches of confi¬ 
dentiality and privacy. 

At least in California, it will 
take more lobbying efforts to stop 
the new reporting bill steam¬ 
rolling towards Sacramento. Per¬ 
haps ACT UP and other people 
with AIDS will soon make anoth¬ 
er visit to the CMA office.

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FIN A approves 
Gay Games swimming

T he swimming competition at Gay Games Amsterdam 1998 
has been officially sanctioned by the international swimming 
body F1NA, it was announced Tuesday, November 11 during 
a meeting of the Federation of Gay Games in Denver. 

FINA’s approval ensures that “the world's largest swimming 
event in 1998,” with up to 1,200 swimmers expected, is interna¬ 
tionally recognized. All times and records will be acknowledged ac¬ 
cording to international regulations. 

The Gay Games swimming competition will take place from Au¬ 
gust 2 through August 8,1998 at the Sportfondsenbad Amersfoort, 
just outside Amsterdam. This is especially good news for the many 
swimmers who were concerned about the regulations of Games 
athletic events. 

The Dutch swimming body (KNZB) supported the application 
to FINA by Gay Games Amsterdam 1998. On both a national and 
a European level, the movement is underway to make adult sports 
more professional, and swimming clubs for gay men and lesbians 
are increasingly joining national swimming associations. In many 
countries, these bodies require competitions to be officially sanc¬ 
tioned for members to take part. 

With up to 1,200 participants, swimming will be one of the most 
popular sports during Gay Games Amsterdam 1998. The seven-day 
program will comprise all championship events, with the excep¬ 
tion of the men's 1,500 meters. Each day will feature six events in 
the Sportfondsenbad Amersfoort’s 50-meter, eight-lane competi¬ 
tion pool The venue, with room for 800-1,000 spectators, has host¬ 
ed a long list of national and international swimming contests. 

In addition to the competition pool complete with state-of-the- 
art electronic timing equipment, the Sportfondsenbad offers a 
recreational pool and a 2 5-meter diving pool where diving demon¬ 
strations will be featured during Gay Games. T

The kid let go with possibly the 
best football toss I saw the entire 
day, on or off the field. With preci¬ 
sion spin, the ball did not wobble 
a centimeter. It was the swiftest 
toss, completed with the Zen 
abandon every athlete aspires to. 

And then the kid walked off to 
find another ball. A seven-year- 
old kid doesn’t know pressure, let 
alone the concept of 
$25,000. But even so, it 
struck us both, the swift¬ 
ness he achieved while 
not even knowing it. It’s 
like why birds fly. Their 
brains are so small they 
don’t know how wonderful it 
is to fly, so they can. 

Other adult men 
began to recognize 
Matt as “the guy who’s 
throwin’ the football.” 

Pointers were given, 
and lessons offered in a heart- 
warmingly friendly way. To make 
the competition more difficult, or 
perhaps put us at ease, free beers 
were even offered by a mysterious 
(and handsome) gent.

tendant or groundskeeper or un¬ 
derling (gosh, there seem to be so 
many ... indicted ones, at least!)

As a high school 
photographer, for 
me the football field was fa¬ 
miliar territory. It combines 
the machismo turf of all hal¬ 
lowed jockness with the 
harsh lighting of one of 
those Midwestern pi¬ 
oneer outdoor theatre 
spectacles.

As 
much as I wanted to be more gay 
in my presence in what I will al¬ 
ways consider foreign territory, 


the idea of traveling incognito al¬ 
ways amuses more. 

Identity politics aside, the mo¬ 
ment came and went. 

So did the ball. 

If you have never known the 
sympathetic feeling of having 
thousands of strangers in a stadi¬ 
um moan, “Awwwwwww” in your 
honor, I highly recommend it. Fill 
out those coupons, kids, because 
anytime something in your life 
goes wrong, you can always 
harken back to your moment of 
glory, and think, “Awwwwww.” 

Of course fitting a spinning 
football into a hole barely large 
enough to fit the ball if you stuffed 
it in with your hand conjures up 
similar activities I’m sure you can 
all imagine. Placing it in a larger 
context — say, in the middle of a 
college football field with thou¬ 
sands of people watching — ex¬ 
pands the “goal-oriented” psycho¬ 
sexuality to Freudian dreamlike 
proportions. How many nights 
did Matt spend trying to envision 
the football going into the hole, 
but merely end up feeling more 
like Tim Robbins in Bull Durham , 
pitching from the mound in 
skimpy women’s nighties?

T he Federation of Gay Games 
selected Sydney, Australia as 
the site of Gay Games VI in 
the year 2002, rejecting compet¬ 
ing bids from Dallas, Long Beach, 
Montreal, and Toronto. 

The Federations decision was 
announced last week in Denver, 
after members spent the week 
hearing presentations from po¬ 
tential host committees in the 
competing cities. 

Sydney’s bid represented the 
city’s third consecutive attempt to 
win the right to host the games, 
which are held every four years. 
The Australian government had 
financially supported the Sydney 
committee’s bid, which reported¬ 
ly cost $130,000. By comparison, 
organizers said Dallas spent about 
$16,000 on its bid. 

Members of Community 
Games 2002, Inc., the organiza¬ 
tion which put together the Dallas 
bid, said Sydney was a strong 
competitor all along and boasted 
strong influence with the Gay 
Games Federation due to its two 
previous bids. Sydney reps also 
produced a lavish packet that was 
sent out to delegates well in ad¬ 
vance of the Federation meetings. 

“They have an influence there 
that none of us have,” a disap¬ 
pointed Community Games co¬ 
chair Jere Becker said in an inter¬ 
view with The Dallas Voice. 

Some critics questioned the 
Federation’s decision to hold the 
2002 games in a location so dis¬ 
tant from North America, which 
forms the core of Gay Games par¬ 
ticipation and support. They also 
pointed to the fact that the deci¬ 
sion means two consecutive 
events will be held outside North 
America. Gay Games V will be 
held next summer in Amsterdam 
August 1-8, 1997. It is the first 
time the event has been held out¬ 


side North America. 

And Sydney, despite being a 
known center for large gay events 
and celebrations, has its share of 
official homophobes. Ian Arm¬ 
strong, a 2000 Olympics official, 
objected to government funding 
for Gay Games. “This was just a 
stunt to allow Sydney’s homosex¬ 
uals to give their overseas col¬ 
leagues a cheap holiday.” 

Cheap holidays, however, are a 
mainstay of the Australian econ¬ 
omy, bringing in millions per 
year, specifically for huge gay 
events like Mardi Gras. 

Sydney reps were, understand¬ 
ably, excited. As cultural director 
of the Sydney 2002 Gay Games 
bid, Australian lesbian Gillian 
Minervini came up with the idea 
of bringing the cultural festival to 
the sports arenas, rather than hav¬ 
ing it run separately, as has been 
the case in previous games. The 
idea has been touted as the “secret 
weapon” that may have won Syd¬ 
ney the bid. 

“I caught the Gay Games bug,” 
Minervini said in a recent inter¬ 
view in the Sydney Star Observer. 
“I’m not really a very sporty per¬ 
son, but the Gay Games have a lot 
to offer. If you look at the princi¬ 
ples of participation, inclusion, 
and personal best, they are pretty 
high standards. I am interested in 
all of those things.” 

Over 7,000 participants have 
already registered for Gay Games 
V in Amsterdam. Slots are still 
open in many sports, and the Cul¬ 
tural Festival is filling up with 
many diverse events. T

Falaschi’s roommate Michael 
Vavakis called DeWeese on Sun¬ 
day, November 9, complaining 
that Falaschi had grown lethargic 
and at times incoherent. 

DeWeese made another house 
call, and Falaschi was found to 
have an abnormally fast rate of 
breathing and his skin tone ap¬ 
peared mottled, but he was able to 
speak and could assist in standing. 
He was diagnosed as dehydrated 
and unable to tolerate pain med¬ 
ication, according to the investi¬ 
gator’s narrative. He also showed 
bruising and inflammation be¬ 
yond the surgical sites. 

Falaschi was taken to the hos¬ 
pital’s emergency room and was 
immediately admitted to the hos¬ 
pital’s intensive care unit, where 
lab results indicated that he had 
developed a streptococcal blood 
infection and acute kidney failure. 
Falaschi died the evening of No¬ 
vember 11. 

Such fatal blood infections are 
more common in people who 
have poor resistance to infection 
because of an underlying immune 
system disorder or because their 
resistance has been damaged by 
drugs that suppress immune sys¬ 


tem function. 

Although an autopsy has been 
performed by the San Francisco 
medical examiner’s office, a 
spokesman told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that a preliminary report 
was not available, and that the 
cause of death is pending the 
completion of toxicology reports 
that will not be available until the 
end of December, at the earliest. 

According to the medical ex¬ 
aminer’s report, Falaschi denied 
alcohol and tobacco use, but ac¬ 
knowledged that he used drugs 
recreationally, including Ecstasy. 

Falaschi had been employed at 
the Market Street Gym for about a 
year and had recently received 
certification as a personal trainer, 
according to Dan Di Bartolo, an 
assistant manager. 

“Everybody is very shocked 
and saddened. It’s an immense 
tragedy. We’re just all stunned,” Di 
Bartolo said. “Paul was very well- 
liked and very friendly to every¬ 
one. He’d look you in the eye and 
say hello and always had a nice 
word for everyone.” 

A wake was held for Falaschi 
on Wednesday, November 12. A 
funeral mass was held at Mission 
Dolores Friday. Valente, Marini, 
Perata and Co. Funeral Directors 
handled arrangements. Burial will 
be in Birmingham, England. ▼

rowing up gay in an Orthodox Jewish family in Venezuela 
does not suggest a winning formula for carefree adoles¬ 
cence. And that’s an understatement, says theatrical ris¬ 
ing-star Moises Kaufman. “It was horrible,” he said. “I 
went through many a crisis. Only art saved me.” 

Coming to America a decade ago gave him a chance to 
study his art, and the courage to come out. These days, 
Kaufman projects an almost giddy glee at where those 
tangled beginnings have taken him. 

“I’m still in awe of all this,” he said in a recent 
interview. “I even got a letter from Paul Newman.” 

Kaufman, 33, is the author and director of 
Gross Indecency: The Three Trials of Oscar Wilde , 
which opened without fanfare, reviews, or a sin¬ 
gle dollar for advertising at a tiny off-off-Broad- 
way theater in New York earlier this year. But as 
word of mouth about the play spread, audi¬ 
ences began finding their way, including a 
steady stream of celebrities. Critics followed, 
and their pens flowed with so many su¬ 
perlatives the unlikely hit was forced to 
move to a larger theater, where the run 
continues today. 

Last week, Kaufman arrived here to 
put finishing touches on the first San 
Francisco production of Gross In¬ 
decency , which begins a two- 
month run this week at Theatre 
on the Square. Though Kaufman 
is working with a cast of mostly 
local actors, Michael Emerson, 
who plays Oscar Wilde in the New 
York production, has traveled west 
to recreate his acclaimed perfor¬ 
mance. 

Until a few years ago, Kauf¬ 
man said he was just another 
standard-issue Wilde fan. “I 
thought he was witty and 
funny and smart,” he said, but 
his interest grew deeper when 
he began to read about 
Wilde’s sad end after being 
sent to prison for indulging 
his homosexuality. When 
Kaufman happened upon 
transcripts of the trials while 
browsing in a London book¬ 
store, a passion to theatrically 
explore the whole sorry affair 
was born. 

“What struck me is that 
there is another Wilde I didn’t 
know,” Kaufman said, “the 
Wilde who is really question¬ 
ing society. Why were people 
so afraid of him? It wasn’t 
because he was gay, because

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Fantastic voyage 

Cindy Sherman's troubling familiarity

indy Sherman, whose mid¬ 
career retrospective cur¬ 
rently fills the Museum of 
Contemporary Art in Los Angeles 
with big color glossies, first found 
critical attention with a series of 
small, no-frills black-and-whites. 
The series, produced between 
1977 and 1980, and known as Un¬ 
titled Film Stills, presents Sherman 
in a variety of costumes, acting 
out what appear to be classic film 
scenarios. There are the glamour 
shots: the towel-wrapped girl gaz¬ 
ing into the bathroom mirror, the 
half-dressed starlet reclining on 
satin sheets, the party fox adjust¬ 
ing her garter with one hand and 
clasping a wine glass in the other. 
There are the tender moments: 
the young woman looking down¬ 
ward and caressing her round 
tummy, the virginal coed plucking 
a volume from a library shelf, the 
traveler overcome by tears of 
loneliness of her motel room. And 
there’s the rough stuff: the tough 
chick picking up the spilt gro¬ 
ceries off the kitchen floor, the 
cleaning lady who’ll kick your ass 
if you mouth off, the bruised and 
blubbering battered woman with 
nothing to do but stare at you. 

But what makes these images 
movie stills? They are neither doc¬ 
umentary images nor photos 
staged to imitate life. Nor is one 
convinced they are even stills 
from films one has seen. In actual, 
measurable, this-equals-that 
terms, all this series has in com¬ 
mon with film stills is size. Simply 
put, these photographs document 
Sherman’s activity of imitating 
popular film’s imitation of life. 
Occasionally, there is an obvious 
tip-off. For instance, one image 
shows a tell-tale cable leading 
from Sherman’s hand to the shut¬ 
ter release of a camera. But these 
images are what they are (and 
aren’t) because of their subtlety. 
They exist as evidence of Sher¬ 
man’s sensitivity to the intricacies 
of pictures — moving and other 
— in an image-saturated culture, 
and their success stems from her 
ability to communicate these sen¬ 
sory perceptions so easily to her 
audience. 

The LAMOCA retrospective 
offers 69 photos from the Film 
Stills series, enough to keep any 
astute viewer happily mired in the 
visual codes of our world, and 
enough to convince anyone of 
Sherman’s audacious talent and 
lust for fun. But for those who de¬ 
sire a mother lode, another 87 im¬ 
ages generously press the issue. 
Among them are five small stud¬ 
ies, also black-and-white, pro¬ 
duced in 1975 while Sherman was 
still a student. Each portrays Sher-

man as a sweet, snuffly-nosed 
clown in classically dopey, wide- 
eyed form. The images are unde¬ 
niably silly, but they show early 
signs of the artist’s sophistication 
in using make-up, props, and 
lighting. These works are pivotal 
in their keen ability to force both 
camera and viewer into the role of 
the straight man opposite Sher¬ 
man’s always comical (though 
sometimes darkly so) characters. 

Sherman’s work from the early 
’80s marks her move into color 
photography, which has provided 
the artist with new tools for ex¬ 
ploring questions of truth, false¬ 
hood, and what we accept as ei¬ 
ther. Her self-portraits using rear- 
projected images for backdrops 
call to mind the grainy street ac¬ 
tion of low-budget ’70s cop 
shows. Why, these images seem to 
ask, do we think the backdrop is 
more of a fabrication than the 
person standing in front of it? 

In her Centerfolds and Pink 
Robes series (1981-82), Sherman 
messes with the conventions of 
another media’s blurring of fact 
and fiction: the playmate. Several 
of these images are cropped to 
centerfold layout proportions, 
providing appropriate frames for 
Sherman’s fantasy roles — the 
schoolgirl, the waif, the woman 
who waits up for you. But these 
aren’t the ready-to-please, unbut¬ 
toned bunnies we normally see 
adorning the pages of skin mags. 
Sherman’s sex toys look bored if 
not introspective, scared if not 
pissed. 

Simulated puke, 
body parts 

Fashion is Sherman’s next vic¬ 
tim in a series of 1983-84 self- 
portraits inspired by an actual re¬ 
quest by Interview for a glam 
photo spread. The clothes are ele¬ 
gant, but they struggle to steal our 
attention from Sherman’s person- 
aes, which include, among others, 
a Debbie Reynolds wannabe, a vil¬ 
lage idiot, and a dermatology 
poster girl. As her first venture 
into the territory of more fanciful 
characters, this series laid the 
groundwork for the bizarre, often 
horrific images seen in the Fairy 
Tales and Disaster photos (1985), 
in which Sherman explores the 
darker side of fairy tales and hor¬ 
ror genres by exaggerating ideas of 
the grotesque. The photographs 
are intricately detailed chroni- 
clings of death, decay, and dis- 
membermen. Clive Barkeresque 
make-up combined with gag-gift 
prosthetics and simulated puke 
vie for our attention. 

From 1989 to 1990, Sherman 
took her increased facility with 
make-up and magic-shop props 


back in time to create a series of 
irreverently loaded self-portraits 
based on familiar art historical 
subjects: a Caravaggioesque Bac¬ 
chus clutching a clump of rubber 
grapes, a Madonna and Child a la 
Raphael, complete with an infant 
sucking on the Virgin Mother’s 
falsie. Then, in 1992, Sherman de¬ 
cisively took herself out of the pic¬ 
ture. In the wake of multiple at¬ 
tacks on artistic expression from 
the political right, and amidst a 
climate in which censorship was 
suddenly becoming not such a 
dirty word in the Land of the Free, 
Sherman produced a strange and 
often brutal form of simulated 
pornography using mannequins, 
medical training dummies, sex 
dolls, and Halloween masks. In 
just a handful of these images, 
Sherman covers broad territory, 
from an elderly amputee cum- 
ming bricks of shit to a hermaph¬ 
roditic assemblage cobbled to¬ 
gether, seemingly, from the left¬ 
overs of a chainsaw massacre. 

Since the early ’90s, Sherman 
has only occasionally ventured 
back in front of the camera. Her 
main focus continues to be on 
mannequins, dolls, and faux body 
parts, which provide a range of 
slicing and dicing options hu¬ 
mans can’t provide. Presenting 
odd intersections, insertions, and 
graftings of plastic skins, limbs, 
and genitalia, these images show a 
kinship to the brilliantly slick 
fiberglass replicants of Charles 
Ray, or the more gratuitously 
misogynist kiddy-fuck fantasies of 
the Chapman brothers. Sherman’s 
work, however, in its rough-hewn 
piling up of pounds of fake flesh 
and its play with the relationship 
between sex and carnage, sensual¬ 
ity, and mortality, bears a more 
direct link to surrealists Marcel 
Duchamp and Salvador Dali, 
Hannah Hoch and Hans Bellmer. 

LAMOCA’s retrospective con¬ 
cludes with Sherman’s most re¬ 
cent close-up photos, self-por¬ 
traits of the artist done up in 
macabre make-up and sinister 
masks. By turns cruel and carni- 
valesque, these images are a per¬ 
fect prelude to Sherman’s first fea¬ 
ture film, a horror flick called Of¬ 
fice Killer, which plays the Castro 
Theatre December 12-18. ▼

seem like an eternity. 

John Kelso (Cusack) arrives in 
Savannah to cover Jim Williams’ 
(Kevin Spacey) Christmas party 
for Town and Country magazine. 
Williams takes a shine to Kelso, 
providing him with entree to the 
upper crust of Savannah society. 
But soon after Kelso’s arrival, 
Williams kills his paid companion 
Billy Hanson (Jude Law) with, of 
course, an antique pistol. Hooked 
on the wild idiosyncrasies of Sa¬ 
vannah, Kelso stays in order to 
write a book about Williams’ trial 
and, in the process, encounters 
Joe Odom (Paul Hipp), a piano¬ 
playing party animal; Mandy 
Nichols (Alison Eastwood), a 
sweet, young friend of Odom’s; 
The Lady Chablis, a drag queen; 
and Minerva (Irma P. Hall), the 
voodoo priestess Williams em¬ 


ploys to help his cause. 

Berendt’s book perfectly cap¬ 
tures the sultry mystery and in¬ 
trigue of Savannah, but Eastwood 
fails to bring these qualities to the 
screen. Cinematographer Jack 
Green sees Savannah in two lights: 
blazing sunshine and blackest 
night. Scenes in the cemetery are 
dark and somber, and daytime ex¬ 
teriors are hot and sunny; Green’s 
cinematic palette combines the 
aesthetics of Interview With the 
Vampire with Where the Boys Are. 
It is exactly this sort of either/or 
dichotomy that typifies East¬ 
wood’s approach. And then there 
are the performances. 

Although miscast, Kevin 
Spacey does a credible job of 
turning the gay antiques dealer 
into a three-dimensional charac-

o one said it would be easy 
: to turn Midnight in the 
• ^ Garden of Good and Evil 
into a film. But studio executives 
at Warner Brothers must have 
sweat bullets when they screened 
director Clint Eastwood’s big- 
budget adaptation of author John 
Berendt’s best-seller. Despite the 
presence of the very glam Lady 
Chablis (portraying herself), Mid¬ 
night is a long, boring, pretentious 
dud. Eastwood provides the most 
disastrous film adaptation of a 
popular book since Brian DePal- 
ma eviscerated Tom Wolfe’s Bon¬ 
fire of the Vanities. 

Berendt’s book tells the true 
story of Savannah antiques dealer 
Jim Williams and his three trials 
for the murder of a young hustler. 
It is a classic tale of the South, one 
that blends age-old issues of race 
and class with contemporary 
ideas about homosexuality and 
gender-bending. Screenwriter 
John Lee Hancock condenses 
Williams’ three trials into one, 
adds an unnecessary romantic in¬ 
terest for the New York writer 
played by John Cusack, and after 
writing himself into a corner, in¬ 
vents a ridiculous menage-a-trois 
picnic for the film’s conclusion. 
Hancock’s meandering storyline 
and Eastwood’s plodding direc¬ 
tion make two and one-half hours 


The artful Dodge

| f arriet Dodge packed New 
Langton Arts last Saturday 
% night with a young grunge 
crowd already convinced of her 
performance genius and only too 
eager to demonstrate its enthusi¬ 
astic appreciation.

cept to let us feast for a few min¬ 
utes on a half-frontal display of 
hairless upper-body definition, a 
stunning tattoo scheme, and flat¬ 
tened breasts with achingly red¬ 
dened nipples.

nent guest of an unnamed woman 
(Kyoko Kishida) who spends all 
her time shoveling sand off her 
house to stave off her own burial. 
The villagers, in a fit of what she 
uncomprehendingly calls “com¬ 
munity spirit,” give her weekly ra¬ 
tions and water, lowered by rope. 

The relationship between the 
two starts off well enough. As 
Jumpei assumes he’ll be able to 
leave soon, he doesn’t mind filling 
the role she offers him: “helper.” 
But as it dawns on him that he’s a 
prisoner, and that he must shovel 
sand constantly in order to sur¬ 
vive, he becomes increasingly 
frantic. The woman brings him 
literally back to Earth with a dire 
warning that he can’t stop shovel¬ 
ing: “Last year, a storm swallowed 
up my husband and child. The 
sand came down like a waterfall.” 

Hiroshi Segawa’s superb black- 
and-white cinematography makes 
Jumpei’s “nature prison” one of 
the most memorably weird of 
cinematic environments. From 


simple scenes of the two charac¬ 
ters fumbling toward some kind 
of relationship, there are constant 
cuts to disturbing abstract sand 
patterns, close-ups of glistening 
flesh dotted with sand, and vio¬ 
lent shakings of the house as the 
winds stir up the dunes. Director 
Teshigahara radically distorts the 
scale of things to show how out- 
of-whack this world is: in one 
shot, a single drop of water occu¬ 
pies the whole screen. 

Inevitably, Jumpei and the 
woman get together in a series of 
encounters that still resonates with

- evisiting past pleasures — 
gif long-past pleasures in this 
■; m case — has its particular 
perils. In the ’60s, any self-re¬ 
specting student of culture had to 
be familiar with a film like 
Woman in the Dunes (1964), 
which most critics reckoned one 
of the cinema’s supreme achieve¬ 
ments. But how does it play 
today? The idea of an existential 
allegory featuring a pair of char¬ 
acters trapped in a sand pit for 
two hours sounds stultifying at 
best, but this is one film resurrec¬ 
tion that can be welcomed. 
Woman in the Dunes remains an 
unqualified masterpiece. 

Based on Kobo Abe’s novel, 
and adapted by the author for di¬ 
rector Hiroshi Teshigahara, the 
story opens with amateur ento¬ 
mologist Jumpei Niki (hunky Eiji 
Tokada from Hiroshima, Mon 
Amour) puttering around some 
sand dunes looking for bugs. He’s 
on what he thinks is a brief field 
trip, but the viewer is aware long 
before he is that something is not 
quite right about this environ¬ 
ment. The director’s signals are 
unmistakable — weirdly wailing 
music (by Toru Takemitsu), sud¬ 
den sand storms, and most dis¬ 
turbing, a motif that recurs 
throughout the film: overpower¬ 
ing close-ups, of everything from 
bugs to birds to zen-like sand pat¬ 
terns and grit-encrusted hairs on 
Jumpei’s strong arms. 

Sure enough, he misses the last 
bus out of “town,” and some 
“kindly” villagers offer to put him 
up for the night. The only prob¬ 
lem is there are no hotels in this 
vast wasteland of sand, only 
strange ramshackle huts at the 
bottom of a series of deep sand 
pits. He naively enters one of these 
pits by rope ladder, and awakes the 
next morning to find it’s been re¬ 
moved. Jumpei is now a perma-

people knew he was gay for years, 
but because he was questioning 
the pillars of Victorian society. He 
was asking, what kind of people 
are we producing?” 

When the trials began in 1895, 
Wilde was already something of a 
celebrity. Even before his writing 
career came to full flower in 1891 
with the novella The Picture of 
Dorian Gray and the plays Lady 
Windemere’s Fan, Salome, and The 
Importance of Being Earnest, 
Wilde was known as a poet, 
philosopher, and leader of an aes¬ 
thetic movement that believed in 
the controversial doctrine of art 
for art’s sake. He was also a self- 
styled character whose bold state¬ 
ments and flamboyant attire 
made him an easy, and not alto¬ 
gether unwilling, target of atten¬ 
tion and satire in the press. 

“I call him the first perfor¬ 
mance artist,” Kaufman said, one 
whose work poses the question, 
“What is art for, and what can art 
do for humanity that only it can 
do? That’s important today, be¬ 
cause the purpose of art is still 
being questioned.” 

Although transcripts from 
Wilde’s trial figure largely in Gross 
Indecency, the play is not staged as 
an ordinary courtroom drama. 
Commentary from Wilde’s con¬ 
temporaries and newspaper ac¬ 
counts of the trial form a collage 
that also includes a chorus of 
judges who at one point become 
the rough-trade hustlers who tes¬ 
tified that Wilde had rented their 
services. Wilde denied all, but was 
tripped up by his own clever 
tongue. 

When a prosecuting attorney 


asks the playwright if he had 
kissed a particular young man, 
Wilde replies, “Oh, dear, no. He 
was a particularly plain boy,” real¬ 
izing moments later that his criti¬ 
cal flourish was an incriminating 
admission of his attraction to 
men. In the end, he is sentenced 
to two years of hard labor at 
Reading Gaol, an experience that 
ruined his marriage, health, and 
career. He died three years after 
his release from prison, a broken 
man living in exile in Paris. 

Radical individualism 

Ironically, it was Wilde who 
initiated the first of the three trials 
that would eventually destroy 
him. When the Marquess of 
Queensbury, furious that his son 
had become Wilde’s lover, pub¬ 
licly accused the playwright of 
being a sodomite, Wilde pressed 
suit for criminal libel. Not only 
did Wilde lose his case, but he 
found himself charged with ho¬ 
mosexual offenses. Though the 
first jury was unable to reach a 
verdict, Wilde was found guilty of 
“gross indecency” at a second 
trial. The third was the nail in his 
coffin. 

In retrospect, Wilde can be 
seen as foolhardy for launching 
the first case and then remaining 
in England for the subsequent tri¬ 
als. “But he had triumphed on 
every stage up to that point,” 
Kaufman said, “and now he had a 
chance to be on the biggest stage. 
Imagine what would have hap¬ 
pened if he had won.” 

Although Wilde has been 
adopted by many as a gay patron 
saint, Kaufman doesn’t believe he 
should be canonized. “Every time 
the gay community tries to can¬ 
onize Oscar it fails, because he 
was about something else,” the

writer-director said. “His project 
was about trying to create a better 
society through art. The whole 
construct of defining self by sex-.' 
uality didn’t exist then.” 

Asked if he considers himself a 
“gay writer,” Kaufman frowned. “I 
don’t know what that means. I’m 
a gay writer, and also a Jewish 
writer and Latino writer, and 
whatever else I am. I guess we 
need to label each other so as not 
to be overwhelmed by having to 
learn what makes up each indi¬ 
vidual. Maybe the thing that was 
most threatening about Oscar was 
that he was such an individualist.” 

Not surprisingly, Kaufman has 
received a certain amount of flak 
for writing and producing a play 
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about a sexual libertine. Some of 
the noise, however, was generated 
from members of his “distant 
family” after he outed himself in a 
New York Times interview earlier 
this year. “I did it because there 
may be an 11-year-old boy in a 
yeshiva in Venezuela who is de¬ 
pressed and suicidal, and it might 
save his life to read that he isn’t 
alone,” Kaufman said. 

Kaufman revealed that he has 
been in a relationship for most of 
the 10 years he has lived in the 
United States. He met Jeff La- 
Hoste, an actor and writer, in a 
political theater class at New York 
University. “We had this mad pro¬ 
fessor from Brazil who began the 
class by saying we should hug the 
person sitting on our right. I did, 
and it was Jeff.” Kaufman laughs 
when he recalls his first meeting 
with Jeff’s Catholic parents in a 
New Orleans suburb: “Jeff’s father 
took me aside and gently said, ‘I 
want you to know that I liked Fid¬ 
dler on the Roof ” 

With the success of Gross Inde¬ 
cency, Kaufman is enjoying a cer¬ 
tain amount of newfound celebri¬ 
ty. Though there are drawbacks to 
overnight fame (people talk to 
him while Jeff fades into the back¬ 
ground), the playwright admits he 
has no problem being able to 
mingle freely with the likes of 
Tony Kushner, Larry Kramer, and 
Mike Nichols. In fact, he con¬ 
fessed to getting goose bumps just 
thinking about “the idols” who are 
now treating him as a peer. 

And there was another thrill

Hail to the 
‘dunghill he-hen’

O scar Wilde visited San Francisco in 1882 as part of his Amer¬ 
ican lecture tour, and even though his best-known works 
were more than a decade in the future, his celebrity provoked 
reactions afforded today to only the biggest stars. 

The March 30,1882 edition of the Daily Chronicle reported that 
"News of Mr. Wilde’s visit was rapidly circulated on the street, and 
when the visitors descended into the business office, the doors and 
windows of the office were beseiged by anxious spectators in their 
desperate endeavors to obtain a glimpse of the esthete.” 

Later, when Wilde made an afternoon shopping trip to Sacra¬ 
mento Street, the newspaper reported, “No sooner had he been seen 
to leave his carriage than a general rush took place, and in a mo¬ 
ment the street in front of the store was utterly impassable, and it 
required the bear-efforts of Officer Curtis to prevent the specta tors 
from precipitating themselves into the store.” 

Despite Wilde’s popular appeal, he utterly failed to impress the 
Chronicle writer assigned to cover the lecture. Under the headline 
“American Barbarism — The Apostle of Estheticism Exposes Our 
Sins,” the reporter noted that Wilde, attired in “his much advertised 
knee-breeches, velvet coat and lace cuffs,” offered his words in a 
“ponderous English accent” that the reporter said grew increasing¬ 
ly wearisome to his ear. 

Wilde had “read only a few sentences, assertive of the beauty and 
joyousness of a life devoted to art, when the clatter of the dilatory 
feet of some Mission-street aristocrats caused him to stop and re¬ 
gard the late arrivals with a cold, esthetic stare. When the noisy del¬ 
egates from the south had found their seats and fallen into them 
with shame and confusion, the esthete condescended to proceed 
with the thankful task of showing us our utter barbarism.” 

The report continues in this tone, dripping with irony and dis¬ 
dain for both Wilde and his admirers. But it is practically a love let¬ 
ter compared to Ambrose Bierce’s impressions ofWilde’s visit, pub¬ 
lished in a weekly journal called The Wasp . In a stream of invective, 
Bierce variously called Wilde a “sovereign of insufferables,” an “in¬ 
effable dunce,” an “intellectual jellyfish,” a “gawky gowk,” and a 
“dunghill he-hen ” 

“There never was an impostor so hateful, a blockhead so stu¬ 
pid, a crank so variously and offensively daft,” Bierce wrote. “There¬ 
fore is the she fool enamored of the feel of his tongue in her ear to 
tickle her understanding.” 

The same edition of The Wasp featured a lyric, possibly written 
by Bierce: 

There was a sweet infant named Wilde 
A precious and crystaline child; 

While suckling his playthings , 

However he'd say things, 

That proved that his mind was defiled . ▼ 


play that is now holding forth in 
a theatre where he once felt the 
theatrical earth move. It hap¬ 
pened in the early ’80s, when the 
then 17-year-old Kaufman was 
visiting San Francisco and Harvey 
Fierstein’s Torch Song Trilogy was 
playing at Theatre on the Square. 
“I remember thinking, ‘Oh, my 
God. There are so many different, 
representations of gay men on the 
stage.’ In Venezuela, the only gay 
people I knew about were drag 
queens. I had a life-changing ex¬ 
perience at this theatre.” 

With the San Francisco pro¬ 
duction of Gross Indecency up and 
running, Kaufman wants to stage 
a London production before 
moving on — perhaps to a play 
about Galileo’s battles with the 
church. But he’s also working on 
a Spanish translation of Gross In¬ 
decency that he would like to 
mount in Venezuela. Kaufman’s 
life, love, and career are now an 
American story, but there is still a 
need for him to address old hurts 
through his art. 

Growing up Jewish in a 
Catholic country, and gay in an 
orthodox Jewish family, gave 
Kaufman “an outsider’s perspec¬ 
tive,” he said. “And that’s probably 
one reason I relate to Oscar. He 
was the ultimate outsider.” ▼

T he title of the play may be 
Comfort and Joy, but there’s 
plenty of Sturm und Drang 
in Jack Heifner’s holiday comedy 
about a young gay couple whose 
Christmas festivities are nearly ru¬ 
ined by cantankerous visiting rel¬ 
atives. 

In addition to all the excess 
pathos, Heifner, who is best 
known for his comedy Vanities, is 
also quick to get out the soap box, 
as characters periodically turn 
into ideologues who deliver hefty 
speeches on gay rights. These un- 
subtle political primers may have 
made more sense at the Portland 
Center Stage, which commis¬ 
sioned the work, but at the New 
Conservatory Theatre, the audi¬ 
ence is likely already converted. 

Nevertheless, every time Com¬ 
fort and Joy begins to grate with its 
forays into melodrama, politics, 
and low-grade sitcom humor, 
something happens to win us 
back. Most often it is the play¬ 
wright who renews our interest, as 
he dishes up some wonderful mo¬ 
ments of wit and wisdom, while at 
other times it’s the first-rate cast, 
whose sure grasp of the material 
commands attention. 

The play takes place in the Hol¬ 
lywood home of Tony and Scott, 
lovers for two years, whose plans 
for a special Christmas together 
spin out of control with the ar¬ 
rivals of Scott’s recendy widowed 
mother, a harridan from Houston;

and Tony’s brother, a straight 
schlub recently separated from his 
right-wing fundamentalist wife. 
Further complications ensue 
when Tony’s earthy sister arrives 
from a South American rainforest 
in a state of extreme pregnancy. 

One of the play’s saving graces 
is the omnipotent presence of the 
Christmas Fairy, who, in this case, 
really is a fairy.

|| f lethal zingers are your kind 
|! of humor, then you’ll love The 
m Last Hairdresser, which 
opened last week at Theatre 
Rhino. Billed as a comic decon¬ 
struction of the “vicious queen,” 
this witty comedy with music by 
Doug Holsclaw is the kind of fast- 
paced, screwball romp for which 
Rhino has become famous. 

The Last Hairdresser follows the 
lives of three gay men over a peri¬ 
od of 30 years, from childhood to 
their eventual bitter meeting at Re¬ 
nata’s Magic Mirror, a hairstyling 
school for convicts on probation. 
With a slight variation on the 
theme, the plot can be said to fall 
into that classic formula of roman¬ 
tic comedy: boy meets inner evil 
bitch; boy falls in love with inner 
evil bitch; boy loses inner evil 
bitch; boy regains inner evil bitch. 

The two stand-out stars of this 
production are Holsclaw’s clever 
script and Danny Scheie’s Guy 
Voss. Guy is.one of those men 
who belong to the ranks of the 
Obviously Gay. When we meet 
him in elementary school he 
wears boots in a semi-gloss jewel 
tone and collects Bobby Sherman 
cards. Because he has been so 
badly ridiculed, threatened, and 
tormented for his gayness (not to 
mention being denied the male 
lead in Flower Drum Song), Guy 
has developed the art of “vicious 
barbs and relentless tattling” as a 
defense against encroaching bar¬ 
barism. Scheie, who also directs, 
brings surprising dimension to 
his comic characterization. 

As The Last Hairdresser is built 
around characte/s who use words 
as weapons, Holsclaw’s script rev-

els in word play. His attention to 
detail keeps the narrative interest¬ 
ing, and the characters never de¬ 
volve into stereotypes, even as the 
script plays with them. 

The supporting cast is equally 
good. RA. Cooley is amusing as 
cool hairstylist Foley, and Brian 
Yates is hilarious as closet-case 
Pere, who loves to remind every¬ 
one about his girlfriend. Alexis 
Lezin’s drunken Miss Renata, a 
character reminiscent of a blonde 
Rosanne Rosannadanna, almost 
steals the show in the graduation 
scene. Scheie’s direction is creative 
and fast-paced, and Iva Walton’s 
sets are suitably whimsical. 


If any part of the production 
could stand some improvement, 
it’s the original songs punctuating 
the show. The lyrics are so hyper¬ 
active they fight the music and 
sometimes sound awkward in the 
mouths of the actors. Still, when 
the cast breaks into song about 
Guy’s fixation with a farmhand’s 
muddy boots (the most successful 
song of the show), you can’t help 
but be entertained. ▼

'Bent' doesn't translate to screen

1 P hink back to theater in the 
1970s. Two works instantly 
m come to mind: A Chorus 
Line and Equus. Both were made 
into wretched movies. Now we 
have more ’70s road kill making 
that perilous journey from stage to 
screen. Bent, originally produced 
in London in 1979, revealed the 
neglected story of Hitler’s geno¬ 
cide of homosexual men. It made 
for shattering theater. As directed 
and co-produced by Sean Mathias, 
the movie treatment is not merely 
dull, it’s an abject failure. The men 
who wore the first pink triangles 
deserve better. 

Max (Clive Owen) is a dashing 
gay playboy who fucks his way 
around Berlin. In fact, he gets 


their way into apocalypse. 
Though there is lots of activity, 
the scene is a failure because it 
doesn’t evoke the imminent terror 
of the Nazi regime. 

Worse yet are the script and 
character problems. When Max 
and Rudy flee, they hide out in a 
forest infested with Nazis. Rudy 
wants to make love, but Max says 
it would be too dangerous and 
noisy. So what do they do instead? 
They sing! Later, we’re treated to 
elementary psychobabble about 
tolerance and the privilege of love. 
The screenplay is by original play¬ 
wright Martin Sherman, whose 
inexperience writing for the screen 
is as glaring as a pair of headlights. 
This leaden, pedantic script is 
enough to wash away any residual 
admiration for the original. 

Benfs worst offense, however, is 


can’t rise to the challenge of an 
unlikable character hell-bent on 
survival. Luthaire Bluteau and 
Brian Webber are merely service¬ 
able. As for Mr. Jagger, although 
he does get to warble “The Streets 
of Berlin,” an original ditty by 
Martin Sherman and composer 
Philip Glass, he is no Lotte Lenya. 

In the end, Bent feels like the 
product of men too entrenched in 
the theater. McKellen aside, not 
one of the major players involved 
with this picture has had signifi¬ 
cant film experience. Hence, the 
delicate task of transplanting the 
play from stage to screen was 
doomed from the start. T

caught screwing a man on the eve 
of the infamous “Night of the 
Long Knives,” when henchmen of 
homo commander Ernst Roehm 
were murdered and Hitler’s goons 
intensified their persecution of 
“perverts.” Not long thereafter, 
Max and his whining steady 
boyfriend, Rudy, are in transit to 
Dachau. Max later enters into a 
furtive love affair with a man 
named Horst (Luthaire Bluteau) 
that provides some semblance of 
human contact amidst the hor¬ 
rors of the death camp, but the 
filmmakers don’t capitalize on the 
emotional possibilities. 

Considering the lack of avail¬ 
able information on homosexuals 
in the Nazis’ death camps, it seems 
particularly heinous that this film 
is so bad. Sins abound wherever 
the eye can see. The opening seg¬ 
ment is a ludicrous pastiche of 
tepid decadence courtesy of 
Greta’s nightclub. Mick Jagger as 
Greta appears on a high-flying 
swing while the depraved cus¬ 
tomers drink, dance, and screw 


the Dachau set. It seems a frightful 
dereliction of historical accuracy to 
avoid showing rows of cheerless 
barracks, guard towers, and the 
morgue when recreating a Nazi 
concentration camp. The press kit 
informs us that director Mathias 
and production designer Stephen 
Brimson Lewis shot the film at an 
abandoned cement plant in Hert¬ 
fordshire, England. Undoubtedly, 
economics had a hand in deter¬ 
mining where the film was shot, 
but history shows that Dachau, 
along with Auschwitz and Bergen- 
Belsen, were deliberately built for 
the realization of Hitler’s Final So¬ 
lution, so it seems not only histor¬ 
ically inaccurate but morally sus¬ 
pect to depict the Nazis as cheap¬ 
skates who cut corners on their 
elaborate plans to exterminate half 
the human race. 

The actors, poor things, can’t 
help but get mired in all the mess. 
Sir Ian McKellen, that most deco¬ 
rated British thespian, is on hand 
for one auxiliary and anachronis¬ 
tic scene, and as Max, Clive Owen

ter. John Cusack, as Kelso, pro¬ 
vides a weirdly anachronistic 
characterization that turns a so¬ 
phisticated journalist into the 
most naive New Yorker since 
Holly Golightly. Alison Eastwood, 
the director’s daughter, is given 
little to do as Mandy, but her ap¬ 
pearance here recalls Sofia Cop¬ 
pola in The Godfather III. Young 
Eastwood provides no characteri¬ 
zation whatsoever; she looks and 
acts like she’s on a break from her 
checkout stand at Safeway. 

The Lady Chablis, with out¬ 
standing chutzpah, steals as many 
scenes as she can, but Chablis is 
not a professional actress and it 
shows in her line readings. Except 
when she’s performing at the 
nightclub, her labored, self-con¬ 
scious delivery lacks internal mo¬ 
tivation. Chablis would need a lot 
of acting classes to be the next 
Jaye Davidson ( The Crying 
Game), but where would that take 
her? The standout acting in the 
film comes from Irma P. Hall as 
Minerva, the voodoo priestess. In 
a small role, she perfectly embod¬ 
ies all the perplexing, enigmatic 


qualities most viewers were ex¬ 
pecting from this film. 

The story, its setting, and 
Berendt’s original book are dis¬ 
tinguished, if not defined by, their 
delicate shadings. Both sunrise 
and sunset cast long shadows 
over Savannah’s beautiful squares 
as light filters through Spanish 
moss, invading the half-darkened 
corners of walled gardens. John 
Berendt wrote a book about du¬ 
plicity and mendacity, about 
good and evil, and those who 
embody both qualities at the 
same time. He did not write 
about good or evil. The director 
of Midnight in the Garden of Good 
and Evil does not seem to under¬ 
stand this crucial distinction. But 
it should come as no surprise that 
the aggressively heterosexual 
Eastwood would bring such a 
plodding, heavy-handed ap¬ 
proach to a work that requires 
personal familiarity with complex 
sexual and moral ambiguity. 
Where is John Schlesinger when

Too many cooks in 'Naya India' program

i If aya India/(New India), a 
joint concert between the 
H m California Contemporary 
Dancers and the Kate Foley Com¬ 
pany, remixes India’s traditional 
arts and emerging pop culture 
with an American modern dance 
sensibility. It’s an ambitious un¬ 
dertaking, but despite several 
striking images and some fine 
dancing, the program seems over- 
long, not entirely cohesive, and 
often strangely static. 

CCD artistic director Jasmen 
Sorab Mehta, a native of Bombay, 
gives us Mala (Garland), which 
pairs the intricate, percussive 
steps of Bharat Natyam, a South 
Indian classical dance form, with 
sculptural modern technique. 
Foley, who recently traveled 


through India as a yoga student, 
takes her inspiration from the 
melodrama and big dance num¬ 
bers of Indian musical cinema in 
Full Blown Lotus, a choreographic 
masala in which yoga, Indian-in- 
spired dance, and overhead pro¬ 
jections meet ballet, jazz, and 
modern dance. The choreogra¬ 
phers are equally adventurous 
with their music: Mehta uses 
Tuvan (throat) singing from 
Mongolia; and Foley’s musical 
collaborator, Ricky Fataar, sam¬ 
ples ragas and Neil Young to cre¬ 
ate an original composition fla¬ 
vored with Indian film scores. If 
only it all worked. 

The evening begins with ritual, 
as dancers from both companies 
file silently onstage and cluster 
around a small shrine. One of the 
guest dancers lights incense, and 
after a brief classical dance solo, 


the group bows perfunctorily to¬ 
ward the shrine, then exits, segue¬ 
ing into Mala, the first piece on 
the program. 

Mala/s most arresting feature 
is its off-kilter geometry. Long 
flower garlands drape artfully 
from ceiling to floor in triangular¬ 
shaped strands, set against a shift¬ 
ing projection of pale blue and 
white light suggestive of an 
evening moon. Guest artists Sun- 
dara Swaminathan, Indumathy 
Ganesh, and Sanhya Ram, clad in 
simple gold saris and seated 
on trunks at the back of the 
stage, stomp out a hypnotic 
rhythmic pattern with 
their feet, keeping their 
heads tilted slightly and 
their arms outstretched, 
with palms curved up in 
classical style. Mehta and her 
two company dancers curl around

Full Blown Lotus

out from the wings and 
then just as quickly van¬ 
ishing in a puzzling, and 
ultimately unsatisfying, 
exchange between East 
and West. Better are the 
sparring, lyrical pas de 
deux between Foley and 
partner Augusto Fer- 
riols, and an incredi¬ 
ble display by a 
group of yogis, who 


demonstrate impeccable 
form on their mats as 
amusing voiceovers 
demonstrate the rift be¬ 
tween meditative and 
“productive” schools 
of thought: “My neck 
really hurts,” says one 
voice. “I gotta buy 
shdes at Capezio,” 
says another, ticking 
off a laundry list of 
errands as the yogis, 
balanced unwaveringly on 
their heads, carve shapes into the 
air with their legs and then flip 
slowly over into perfect arcs. 

By the time Lotus concludes, 
with a group of women in genie¬ 
like costumes dancing a showy 
number evidently meant as a play 
on Indian musical-cinema ex¬ 
cess, the audience is left sorting 
through a program that, in try¬ 
ing to reconcile so many ele¬ 
ments, apparently exceeded its 
grasp. ▼

- f I had one piece of advice to 
I offer novice writers (and I re¬ 
alize many of you dream of 
the day when I’ll limit myself to 
just one piece), it would be sim¬ 
plify. Most writers, even those of 
some experience, have difficulty 
juggling multiple subplots, and 
when they start to collapse, the 
thuds reverberate for pages. 

Lisa Shapiro’s second novel 
for Naiad Press (the first was The 
Color of Winter), however, proves 
an admirable exception to that 
rule. The plots of Sea to Shining 
Sea include relationship angst, 
job burnout (and when the job is 
with the FBI, burnout can be 
dangerous to self and others), 
terrorism, kidnapping, militia 
groups — and that’s just for 
starters. Shapiro does an extraor¬ 
dinary job keeping all the knives 
in the air, and the result is a fas¬ 
cinating yarn. 

June Gavin is an FBI agent 
with enough anguish in her past 
to cause lesser mortals to cave in 
and die. But June continues in 
her work as a hostage negotiator, 
searching for some meaning in 
her life. Amelia Wright is an ad¬ 
venturer who writes about her 
brushes with death for a popular 
sports magazine. Their lives in¬ 
tersect when Amelia is first 
raped, then rescued by a mysteri¬ 
ous Good Samaritan who also 
robs banks. 

Shapiro creates engaging 
characters, both minor and 
major, and she leavens the dark 
tale with a welcome dose of 
humor. I was impressed with the 
plotting, especially Shapiro’s skill 
at making all those subplots 


compelling. As for the ending, 
well, I won’t give anything away, 
except to say that it works. Don’t 
let the title put you off. Sea to 
Shining Sea is an exciting read 
with extras. T

My Brother by Jamaica Kincaid; 
Farrar, Straus and Giroux, $19 

. amaica Kincaid’s latest 
work, a memoir of sorts, is 
somewhat inaccurately ti¬ 
tled My Brother. Kincaid’s 
youngest brother, Devon Drew, 
died of AIDS at age 33 early last 
year on the Caribbean island of 
Antigua, where Kincaid was born 
and grew up. 

The book, however, is less 
about his illness and eventual 
death than the author’s reactions 
to him, his situation and the rest 
of her family — especially her 
omnipresent mother — and how 
they affect her life. The act of 
writing about Devon’s demise 
becomes for Kincaid a way to 
somehow explain and. make 
sense of it (“When I heard about 
my brother’s illness and his 
dying, I knew, instinctively, that 
to understand it, or to make an 
attempt at understanding his 
dying, and not to die with him, I 
would write about it”), not to 
mention sort out her own ex¬ 
tremely conflicted feelings about 
him and how he lived. She comes 
to see in him the person or kind 
of person she might have become 
had she not rebelled against their 
terribly powerful mother and 
fled Antigua. 

Interestingly enough, Kincaid 
makes no bones about her an-

sensuality. In one of the film’s 
most pleasurable sequences, he 
stands nude in a small tub as she 
lovingly bathes him. However, 
their relationship is as unstable as 
their environment, and becomes 
more so as Jumpei finds himself 
unable to reconcile his simple 
dream — “freedom!” — with his 
present situation. In a brutal 
scene, he’s goaded into a sexual as¬ 
sault by a band of villagers, who 
stand high above at the rim of the 
pit, offering him this means of es¬ 
cape. This is Teshigahara’s vision 
of Bergman’s missing God — a 
pack of leering sadists controlling 
the destiny of one man and forc¬ 
ing him into a debased state. 


Even the most beautiful im¬ 
agery in the film has grim under¬ 
tones. When the villagers fail to 
deliver their supplies on time, a 
parched Jumpei sees a mirage of 
rippling water framed by the 
door, a gorgeous image of cruel, 
intense clarity. The doorway and 
window look out on the sky, al¬ 
ways tantalizing Jumpei with the 
lure of a freedom that is always 
out of reach. Teshigahara’s seem¬ 
ingly effortless ability to package 
profundities in such imagery 
made Woman in the Dunes a clas¬ 
sic of its time, but one that’s also 
transcended it. ▼

tipathy toward her brother (“I 
didn’t love him”), and reveals 
that she basically only knew him 
during the first three and last 
three years of his existence. To 
her credit, this doesn’t stop her 
from being vigorously pro-active 
on his behalf, doing what she can 
to prolong his life and make it 
more comfortable. However, her 
admitted estrangement from her 
sibling makes for an odd kind of 
memoir, one in which the writer 
doesn’t know the object of her at¬ 
tentions very well or in any real 
depth. The insights to be gleaned 
here have more to do with Ja¬ 
maica Kincaid than Devon Drew. 

The real problem with My 
Brother is not so much Kincaid’s 
constant direct and indirect 
focus on herself, but rather what 
the Library Journal glowingly 
refers to as her “incantatory 
prose.” In this under 200-page ef¬ 
fort, the author repeats the same 
bits of information, facts and 
thoughts, over and over again, 
sometimes reconfiguring the 
syntax to make her sentences 
read slightly differently, like al¬ 
ternately pale and more robust 
imitations of each other. In the 
first hundred or so pages, this 
conceit works rather well, lend¬ 
ing the prose a hypnotic, chant¬ 
like quality. 

However, about the 20th time 
the author informs us that Mr. 
Drew is her mother’s husband 
and Devon and her two other 
brothers’ father but nor her father 
even though that’s the role he 
played in her life — until his 
death, that is — the tactic begins 
to grate more than just-a little. 
The endless repetition comes off 
as so much padding, and what is 
already a slim volume appears to 
be quite thin indeed. ▼

Live from New York, it's Daniel Cartier

ill lthough Avenue A (Rocket 
Records) is not the first 

1 I thing that New York City- 
based singer and songwriter 
Daniel Cartier has recorded, it 
feels like a new beginning for this 
openly queer former subway mu¬ 
sician. 

Gay activist and music maven 
Jim Fouratt turned me on to 
Cartier a few years back when he 
called from New York to tell me 
that Cartier would be playing in 
Chicago at The Beat Kitchen, and 
insisted that I attend. I went to the 
show and understood why 
Fouratt was so excited. 

At that time, the much-touted 
Cartier Experience was largely a 
visual one. With his shaved and 
tattooed head, his rocking and 
swaying stance, and that unbe¬ 
lievably powerful voice, it was a 
performance I won’t soon forget. I 
saw him again a few months later 
when he played Urbis Orbis, and 
this time I brought friends along. 
Not long after that, Cartier, who 
had previously released his own 
album ( Live From New York: The 
Subway Session), was signed to 
Rocket Records. 

Fast forward to the fall of 1997 
and the release of Avenue A. Any¬ 
one who has a copy of The Sub¬ 
way Session (which was indeed 
recorded in a subway station) will 
be happy to know that two of that 
album’s best songs, “Stumbling 


Home” and “Avenue A,” have been 
rerecorded and included on the 
new album. Additionally, Cartier 
is backed up by a full band on Av¬ 
enue A, which adds texture to his 
already lustrous songs. “I Decid¬ 
ed,” “Tumbling Faster,” “Help Me 
To Love Myself,” and “Last Week¬ 
end,” are also terrific. I recently 
spoke with Cartier from New 
York. 

A recent article in The Advocate 
posed the question, "Is America 
ready for an openly queer roots 
rocker with a tattooed skull and 
latent Goth tendencies?" What do 
you think? 

Maybe some of it is. It’s some¬ 
thing I worry about (laughs). I 
don’t know. I think if people came 
to see me play live, they’d get it 
more. It is something I’m con¬ 
cerned about. If they aren’t ready 
for it, then they aren’t ready for it. 
What are you going to do? 

To whom were you singing the 
songs "I Can't Pretend We Were 
Nothing" and "Last Weekend"? 

They were both written about one 
person — my boyfriend. 

Have you met Rocket Records 
founder Elton John face to face? 

Yeah, a bunch of times. He’s real¬ 
ly nice. He came to see one of my 
shows at Fez. He came with all his 
bodyguards and everything. That 


was really exciting. The first tirfie I 
met him was at the VH-1 Fashion 
Awards, when he sang with Tina 
Turner. 

How did you hook up with singer 
and songwriter Billy Mann, with 
whom you co-wrote the song "Av¬ 
enue A"? 

I hooked up with Billy through 
my manager Bruce [Berman] a 
long time ago. When I moved to 
New York I was just writing my 
own songs. I had this great idea 
for a song, and I was playing it 
over and over again, but I couldn’t 
figure out how to finish it. I met 
Billy, and I really liked his music a 
lot, and Bruce, Billy, and I sat 
down, and it was refreshing to 
have some other people come in 
and give their input into it. Some¬ 
times, if you sing a song too many 
times, it’s hard to break away from 
what you’re doing. 

On songs such as "Lay With Me," 
"Tumbling Faster," and "Come 
Alive," the listener is exposed to 
Daniel Cartier, the Rocker. Which 
is the real Daniel Cartier, the 
acoustic one or the electric one? 

The wonderful thing about music 
is that there aren’t really any 
boundaries. The music industry is 
what forces musicians and music 
into niches. It forces performers 
to worry about what heading 
they’re going to be classified 
under. I don’t want to think too 


much about that. I sort of view 
each song as a mini-movie, with a 
beginning, a middle, and an end. 
There are all different types of 
movies, and songs should be lis¬ 
tened to the same way. 

Will proceeds from Avenue A or 
any of your live performances 
continue to benefit the Partner¬ 
ship for the Homeless? Could you 
explain your connection with that 
organization? 

Sales of The Subway Session still 
do. There won’t be money going 
to the homeless from Avenue A. 
That’s because it’s a much larger- 


budgeted album. It was expensive 
to make, and technically I am a 
new artist, so it’s not like Rocket 
Records is making a lot of money 
off of me yet. 

The reason I became involved 
with the homeless issue is that I’d 
been playing down in the subway 
for a long time and met a lot of 
people down there, and I felt like 
if I was recording a CD down in 
the subway and making money 
from it, I felt they should get some 
of the money, too. I’ve been think¬ 
ing about making an album that 
involved other subway musicians, 
proceeds of which would benefit 
Partnership for the Homeless. T

Piano potpourri 

Lortie, Watts, and Barto

i n slightly more than two years, 
San Francisco Symphony 
Music Director Michael Tilson 
Thomas has already made such an 
indelible stamp on concert-going 
in San Francisco that any perfor¬ 
mance without him seems disap¬ 
pointing. 

Other commitments and com¬ 
mon sense keep MTT off the 
podium for weeks at a time, but 
the quality of his work thus far 
has ensured vastly improved play¬ 
ing from the orchestra and in¬ 
creased ticket sales at the box of¬ 
fice. Even in his absence, there is a 
renewed sense of occasion at reg-

Sailor, The Boxer, The Clown, and 
The Pretender. A tarot deck for 
the late ’90s. These guys aren’t re¬ 
ally men. There’s nothing real 
about them, except the sublime 
conviction Dodge brings to their 
incarnation — and their pain. 
Dreamers, losers, liars, cruisers, 
outcasts, bruisers, these marginal 
mistakes are conscious of their 
miraculous existence as errata. 
They’re existential bums. 

Foul-mouthed, whimsical, de¬ 
structive, and patient by u-turns, 
these guys are stream-of-con- 
sciousness rapmobiles begotten 
by Tennessee Williams on Allen 
Ginsberg out of Jill Johnston plus 
Karen Finley. They constitute a lit¬ 
erary genre unto themselves, 
comprised of non-stop psychic 
babble, surreal fashion state¬ 
ments, and esoteric stage rituals. 

The Dog was floppy ears on 
knit cap, sweatshirt under overalls 
with quirky tail attached. He start¬ 
ed the show by carrying on a Ster- 
no can like Liberty’s torch and 
punctuated his riff with the swing 
of a baseball bat into a bystanding 
pitcher of water. 

Sailor was a sailor suit and 
handcuffs who performed the fol¬ 
lowing alchemy: he poured a third 
of each of three half-pint cartons 
of Nestle’s Quick into each of 
three glasses, then poured the liq¬ 
uid into a blender, then emptied 
the blender back into the cartons. 

Boxer was a shiny pajama top 
under jacket, mismatched pants, 
and dirty socks that had worked 
their way down into the shoes 
until their tops were bunched at 
the heels. Boxer also had a black 
eye. Before his monologue, he 
shadowboxed in the shadows with 
the speed and freight of a firefly. 

Clown was a German expres¬ 
sionist stand-up quack with flour 
dusting his three-piece suit, a rub¬ 
ber chicken wiggling its feet under 
his coattails, a blue stethoscope, 
and shoes literally down-at-the- 
heels. 

Pretender flashed his solar 
plexus before slipping into a black 
Rolling Stones T-shirt without 
sleeves and pouring gasoline over 
his head. 

What does it all mean? Perfor¬ 
mance is alive and well and mu¬ 
tating in San Francisco. Dodge is a 
performance poet, or perhaps a 
performing poem. She is a 
whirligig, a punching bag regis¬ 
tering blows self-inflicted by a 
corrosively lyrical imagination. 
She’s rewriting not only the script 
but the formulas and leaving that 
ole debbil half-assed pretentious¬ 
ness out. Hallelujah. ▼ 


ular subscription concerts. 

Recent weeks at Davies Hall 
have witnessed a mixed bag of 
repertoire and some workman¬ 
like guest appearances by visiting 
conductors. Most of the excite¬ 
ment has been generated by three 
pianists — one old pro and two 
relative newcomers. 

Louis Lortie was born in Que¬ 
bec and made his Montreal debut 
at age 13. His repertoire ranges 
from Beethoven to Falla, but his 
well-reviewed discography shows 
a special affinity for French com¬ 
posers. 

Hence, it was no surprise that 
he opted to play something a little 
off the usual concerto menu in his 
recent local appearance. Still, it 
was startling that he chose an ob¬ 
scure work by Camille Saint- 
Saens. Of the five highly per¬ 
fumed and technically demanding 
piano concertos Saint-Saens com¬ 
posed, No. 2 in G minor actually 
made it into the repertoire of 
Anton Rubinstein. It does not 


possess the melodic appeal of No. 
5, or the saucy impertinence of 
No. 1, but Lortie vindicated his 
choice with a delicately phrased 
and confidently executed perfor¬ 
mance. If this was not the kind of 
concert that gets saved for the 
“best of” list, it certainly did reveal 
Lortie as an adventurous and in¬ 
telligent performer. 

Conductor Libor Pesek made a 
more expected contribution with 
his traversal of the Dvorak Sym¬ 
phony No. 7. In frequent visits to 
San Francisco, he has proven his 
sympathy for Czech composers, 
and it is hard to dislike the in¬ 
stantly hummable tunes of this 
work. Still, the evening might have 
been more noteworthy had Pesek 
followed Lortie’s lead and opted 
for something a little less familiar. 

Next up to the piano bench 
was the widely admired Andre 
Watts. Though he’s been in the 
public eye for years, time has 
barely changed Watts physically 
or put a dent in his always rather

strident technique. His choice of 
the Beethoven Concerto No. 5, 
The Emperor, was conventional, 
but the performance was solid. 
Watts still has what it takes to 
power through the work’s most 
demanding pages, though his es¬ 
sentially un-nuanced approach 
eventually tired the ear. 

Estonian conductor Eri Klas 
made his local debut on the same 
program, but his offering, a too 
loud and episodic account of 
Franck’s D minor Symphony, 
paled next to Watts’ energetic tra¬ 
versal of The Emperor. 


Most recently, pianist Tzimon 
Barto returned to Davies Hall for a 
rousing performance of the moth¬ 
er of all piano concertos, 
Tchaikovsky’s First. Christoph Es- 
chenbach conducted. Startlingly 
handsome and built like a line¬ 
backer, Mr. Barto makes a strong 
initial presence. Dwarfing the 
piano and flashing a dazzling 
smile and improbably tanned face, 
he seems larger than life, with a 
technique hardly less grand. 
Everything about the pianist 
seemed perfectly suited to the 
Tchaikovsky, which, though woe¬ 
fully overfamiliar, provides a per¬ 
ceptive musician like Barto with 
no end of opportunities to indulge 
in good tunes and poetic flourish¬ 
es. The pianist took full measure 
of the piece, but this was mostly 
big, unsubtle music-making. Still, 
it was played without apologies, 
and it’s just that approach to per¬ 
forming that seems to keep people 
coming into Davies Hall, even 
when MTT is away. T

After 
ten Roches albums featuring the trio’s 
delicious vocal harmonies, the kid sis¬ 
ter’s act all by herself is something gen¬ 
uinely new. We’ll be in the audience at 
the Freight 8c Salvage, a Berkeley cof¬ 
feehouse that serves as a showcase for 
folk musicians, this coming Sunday 
night. With us will be our friend the 
New Jersey Kid, who grew up just a 
few exits from the Roches’ home in 
Park Ridge and has been following 
their career from the beginning. “And 
as a point of interest, we spell our last 
name R-o-c-h-e.” 

The Roches have always been a 
family act, down to their stage manag¬ 
er— brother David, who also happens 
to be their opening act. But Suzzy is 
definitely the breakaway personality of 
the bunch, and she does have that 
background in drama (you can see her 
in the film Crossing Delancey). So we’re 
sure she will command the stage Sun¬ 
day night, and we’re ready to hear the 
new songs from her album from Red 
House Records, Holy Smokes. ▼

In the role of Tony, a flight at¬ 
tendant who “married” well, David 
Parris is called on to provide many 
moments of high drama, whether 
it’s confronting his brother’s intol¬ 
erant wife or his lover’s acid- 
tongued mother, and he does so 
with credible passion. Rick Wixo 
plays Scott, a rising Hollywood 
exec, agreeably, and in a post-skin- 
ny-dipping scene, attractively. 

• As Scott’s mother, Sherry Al- 
Mufti offers a take-no-prisoners 
approach that grows more inter¬ 
esting as the play progresses. She’s 


missed during a second-act 
stretch when Mother is kept off 
stage. The game Nicholas Helfrich 
is stuck with the part of Tony’s 
bumbling straight brother, a role 
presumably created for comic re¬ 
lief. Staci Nardizzi completes the 
cast as Tony’s late-arriving sister, 
a somewhat incredible character 
who finds credibility in Nardizzi’s 
memorable characterization. 

Director Arturo Catricala and 
the cast work hard to keep energies 
high, though there are moments 
when this domestic drama cannot 
be goosed. Still, there is so much 
going on in Comfort and Joy that if 
the style of one scene begins to wear 
thin, something more winning is 
sure to arrive in a twinkle. T
